Officer James T. Burke frustrated a bold 
attempt on the part of a couple of burglars to 
enter the residence of Ala. John O'Neill at 
Fifty-ninth street and Wabash avenue yester- 
day morning at 2:30 o’clock. He is now 
stretched upon his back at his home, No. 3034 
Cottage Grove avenue, and is suffering from a 
serious wound in the abdomen caused by a 
brick thrown by oneof the burglars after his 
revolyer had failed to work. A bottle con- 
taming enough chloroform to put the whole

caliber revolver loaded for a party of five 
were picked up near the window where the 
men had been operating. 

Officer Burke has been on duty in the 
Twelfth Precinct since Nov. 1, A couple of 
weeks ago two suspicious individuals put in 
an appearance in the O' Neill neighborhood, 
and Burke is confident that they are the men 
who tried to get into the Thirty-fourth Ward 
Alderman’s house to chloroform bim and 


Carry off his valuables. Ald. O’Neill’s house 


is on the southwest corner of Fifty-ninth 
street and Wabash avenue and fronts east. 
It stands on a lot that has 100 feet frontage 
on Wabash avenue, and the north line of the 
house is about twelve feet from the fence on 
Fifty-ninth street. There ia a gate off of 
Fifty-niuth street and a sidewalk leading to 
The lot is bounded on the 
south by a board fence. The adjoining prop- 
erty on the south is not improved and there 
fre several lots which are not even fenced in. 
An alley runs north and south in the rear of 
the property. There is a small portico about 
the rear door of Mr. O' Neill's house, and just 
south of the stoop theré is a little veranda, 
some four feet from the ground, about a cou- 
ple of large windows the bases of which are 
on a level with the floor. The windows are 
protected by ordinary shutters. 
Discovers the Burglars. 

Burke came west on Fifty-ninth street yes- 
terday morning and reached Wabash avenve 
at 2:30 o’clock. He stood on the corner a few 
minutes looking up and down Wabash avenue 
and then continued his beat west on Fifty- 
ninth street on the sidewalk on the south side 
of the street next to ©’Neill’s house. When 
he walked the length of the building he noticed 
that the side gate was open. This was an un- 
usial thing. He looked into the yard and saw 
atark object by the fence across the lot. It 
did not look like a human being, but after he 
had taken five or six steps inside the yard the 
object proved to be a man, who assumed an 
upright posture and commenced to try to fire 
u revolver. Burke hurriedly reached for his 
gun, but his weapon caught on his clothing 
andhe was unable to disentangle it. In the 
meantime the officer and the burglar were 
approaching each other, the latter all the while 
trying to get his gun in action. 

Click, click, click went the hammer, and 
finally a bullet whizzed through the night air 
and passed uncomfortably close to Burke’s 
nose. Just as the officer succeeded in freeing

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get away, left a steel jimmy twenty-two inches 
long and a bottle of chloroform. A 32-caliber 
revolver was picked up between the house and 
the south fence. 

From what Burke was able to distinguish of 
the two men he is confident they are the sus- 
pected characters that he has been watching 
in that neighborhood fora couple of weeks. 
He has seen them together several times and 
whenever they saw him they would separate 
and get out of his way, usually getting on a 
street car. One man is about five feet eight 
inches tail, has a full face, has a light com- 
plexion with a reddish mustache and is about 
25 years of age. He wore a stiff-rimmed hat 
with a soft crown. His pal is taller, probably 
five feet eleven inches, His face is thin and 
he strungly resembles Jack Norton, a notori- 
ous crook whom Burke rounded upa few 
years ago. The second man wearsa dark 
overcoat, while the first described does not 
have one. 

Dr. Greensfelder said last evening tnat he 
was unable to say how seriously Burke is hurt. 
He stated that there was considerable effu- 
sion, but that he had been successful in stop- 
ping the hemorrhages. If the hemorrhages 
be repeated he will have the patient removed 
to the Michael Reese Hospital, where laparot- 
omy will be performed. There is great dan- 
ger from inflammation of the bowels. 

Burke is a married man ana has one child. 
He is about 30 years of age. He will be re- 
membered by the people in the vicinity of 
State and Randolph streets, as he was on duty 
at the intersection of those streets last suin- 
mer. He was also on duty at the Adams 
street bridge for some time. 


WOMAN VANQUISHES THREE ROBBERS 


She Shoots at Them and as They Flee 
Captures One Man's Coat-Tails. 

The masked robbers who have been plying 
their profession in all parts of the city and a 
goodly number of the outlying towns returned 
yesterday morning to their original rendez- 
vous in the northwestern part of the city. 

Mrs. Mina Berger, who, with her sons, keeps 
a saloon at No. 568 West Erie street, was the 
person visited. A few minutes after 5 o’clock 
she unlocked the front door and was cleaning 
up her place when three men entered. In the 
dim light she did not notice anything un- 
usual in their appearance until she faced them 
from behind the narrow bar. Then she dis- 
covered that their faces were partially con- 
cealed by black masks. But Mrs. Berger pos- 
sesses a considerable amount of the ingredi- 
ent sometimes known as sand, and not so 
much as the tremor of an eye-lid betruyed 
that she was at all surprised. She placed her 
arms akimbo and awaited developments. 
Stranger No. 1 opened the conversation. 

„Well, I suppose you know what we want!“ 
he asked. 

I suppose I do.“ said Mrs. Berger. 

Then don’t make any noise and there 
won't be any trouble.“ 

While this conversation was going on the 
other two men had quietly edged toward 
either end of the bar and as the conversation 
finished stranger No. 2 vaulted over the end of 
the bar nearest the front door, while his 
partner made a run around the other end. 
No. 1 kept his original position before the 
bar. 

On the shelf behind Mrs. Berger was a 38- 
caliber revolver, and thinking that it was 
time to take a hand in the game she reached 
for the gun. Stranger No. 3 made a dash to 
reach her and she fired. The shot buried 
itself in the ceiling and all three men started 
for the alley door. Twice more Mrs. Berger 
pulled the trigger, but the cartridges 
failed to explode. Then she dropped 
the gun, and, taking advantage of 
the momentary blockade of the doorway, 
eeized one of the would-be robbers by his 
coat-tails and firmly braced herself. Mra. 
Berger is a heavyweight and the man was 
strong and athletic as well as desperate. The 
struggle was short and sharp. The coat-tail, 
unsdle to stand the strain, parted. Mrs. 
Berger seized a table to maintain her equi- 
librium and the man shot down the alley at a 
speed that would have discouraged any right- 
minded comet. 

Mrs, Berger rushed out of the door to renew 
the conflict and nearly rushed into the arms of 
Officer “Sandy” Johnson, who, having heard 
the shot, had strolled over to see what was go- 
ing on. The two made ahasty examination of 
the ash-barrels in the alley, but finding no 
clew gave up the search, and Johnson called 
up the station and reported that he was hot on 
the trail of the much-Cesired robbers, high- 
waymen, et al. 

Mrs. Berger was taking a nap yesterday 
afternoon when a reporter for Tuz Trisune 
called, but her son told thestory of his 
mother’s early morning encounter. He said 
that the evening before a man answering the 
description of one of the men had come 
into the saloon and after taking a drink left. 
Later, as he was closing up, thesame man 
came to the door and looked in and went 
away. He thinks the man had his pals near 
at hand and hoped to find Mrs. Berger alone 
in the saloon. He was proud of his mother’s 
pluck in defending her property, even though 
the till was empty. Mrs. Berger’s description 
of the mén 1s that one was about 20 years old, 
smooth faced, and of slight build. One of his 
pals was several years older and was tall and 
slender, witha light mustache. The other 
was about 35 years old and wore a dark heavy 
full beard. They all wore dark coats and 
black hats. 


MR. YOUNG PARTS WITH A $1 BILL. 


It Was Intended for a Church, but Two 
Highwaymen Get It. 

J. W. Young of Berwyn started to attend 
prayer-meeting at the Baptist church, Oak 
Park avenue and Thirty-fourth street, 
Wednesday evening. He had $1 in his pocket 
which was intended for the collection plate. 
It didn’t get there, however, neither did Mr. 
Young get to church. Ten minutes after he 
left home the dollar was reposing in the inside 
pocket of a highwayman, and fifteen minutes 
later Mr. Young, with Winchester in hand, 
headed a band of citizens and started on a 
hunt for the masked individual and his dollar. 

Mr. Young was pursuing the even tenor of 
his way churchward when two masked men 
jumped up from under the sidewalk in front 
of Robert Perkins’ house on Baldwin avenue. 

Up they goes,”’ remarked one of the pair 
as he leveled a gun at Mr. Young’s head, and 
up his hands went. Then the other man went 
„ through Mr. Young in a manner that 
showed he was no novice at the business. The 
$1 bill was the extent of the booty, and they 
felt aggrieved. 

Now move ahead down the street,“ said 
the spokesman, and if you don’t walk a 
chalk line you get a bullet, see? And Mr. 
Young kept straight ahead, looking neither to 
the right, left, nor rear until he met Mr. Per. 
kins. To him he told the story of the dollar 
that went astray. Together they aroused the 
police force of the village, got him to arouse 
some other people, and soon a posse, armed 
with everything from a pepper box to a 
Winchester, was ready for business. 

News of the robbery reached Clyde, a 
suburban town near by, in a request that the 
two Clyde policemen lend their aid to help 
capture the highwaymen. Lawyer Charles E. 
Piper, a resident of Berwyn, was in Clyde, 
and with two friends, one armed with a Win- 
chester and the other carrying a large revolver, 
started for Berwyn. When about half way 
there they heard the clatter of hoofs and the 
rattle of wheels behind them, and, jumping 
to the conclusion the carriage held the men 
they wanted, they. quickly deployed on each 
side of the road. When the buggy reached 
them they jumped up with leveled weapons 
and ordered the driver to stop and the occu- 
pants, for there were two wen in the carriage, 
to throw up their hands. ; 

“Don’t shoot, Mr. Piper; we are police 
officers,”’ came a voice from the carriage.

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SCHEDULE OF DEBTS. 


JOLIET STONE OITY BANK LIABILI- 
TIES FOOT UP $223,000. 


Prospect for Credftors Grows No Brighter 
as the Investigation Proceeds, Though 
Fish & Son Say They Have Turned Over 
All Their Property—Validity of the 
Transfer of Enterprise Company Prop- 
erty Is Questioned—Only $2 in Cash in 
the Wire Company's Office, 

The financial disaster that has overtaken the 
Stone City Bank of Joliet and the Enterprise 
Barb-Wire company caused more dismay in 
Joliet and its vicinity yesterday than 1t did 
the day before. A crowd of creditors stood 
in front of the bank all day. A report gained 
curreacy that the bank would open at 9 
o’clock. The hour went by, and there was no 
signs of opening. Women in the crowd be- 
gan to cry and wring cheir hands. Some of 
tne workingmen called down curses on the 
heads of the bank officials. 

There wasa ruinor afloat yesterday morning 
that Henry Fish Sr. had committed suicide. 
Intense excitement prevailed. Crowds of 
neople went down to Mr. Fish’s residence, 
where the rumor was contradicted. About 
noon James Leahy, a workingman, became so 
wrought up over the failure that he started 
out with a revolver, saying that he was going 
to shoot the Fish brothers. He was forcibly 
detained by his fellow workmen. This after- 
noon a report was circulated that the Fishes 
had fled to Canada, but the report was denied 
by Lawyer O’Dontrell, assignee of the Stone 
City Bank. 

The Enterprise company’s works opened 
for business yesterday morning as usual and 
about 400 men went to work. At noon 350 of 
them quit, saying that they had no recognized 
head and had no one to whom to look for pay. 

‘ Schedule of Liabilities. 

The schedule of the Stone City Bank’s 
liabilities purports to be as follows: 
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$223,729.37 
Only the Blok Account Detailed, 

The book deposits, the time certificates 
drawing interest, and the certificates not 
drawing interest are included, but only the 
first named is given in detail, consequently 
no definite statement can be reached from the 
exhibit of adepositor’s claim. The certifi- 
cates are bunched in two sums, $67,469.50 and 
$26,562.26, interest bearing and non-interest 
bearing respectively. They of course include 
largely the smalf depositors. An attempt will 
be made today to make out a detailed state- 
ment of each depositor separately. 

The bulk of the loss uf the twin failure falls 
on the bank creditors. The bank losses are 


distributed over a large area, as the majority | 


of the deposits are comparatively small. The 
workmen at Rockland, 500 in number, will be 
thrown out of employment at the worst 
season of the year. The President of 
one of the national banks at Joliet 
said last night that a bad settlement of the 
Stone City Bank affairs would be felt directly 
or indirectly by every man in Joliet. 

The temporary receiver for the Enterprise 
company took possession of the works at 
Rockland and filed in the Circuit Court a 
statement setting forth the condition of affairs 
there. It contains but little information as 
to the assets of the manufacturing company, 
aside from stating that $2 in change was all 
the money found in the office of the company. 

Moses J. Duso and Matthew. Tuohey Jr. yes- 
terday each filed claims for $3,000, 

Assignee’s Bond Based on $230,000 Assets. 

The County Clerk fixed the bond of J. L. 
O’Donnell, assignee of the bank, at $460,000, 
which would indicate that a schedule of assets 
amounting to $230,000 has been filed. The 
principal item in these assets, however, is the 
attachment of $176,425 levied against the En- 
terprise plant, and which was the first claim 
of record against the defunct manufacturing 
company. It is considered questionable 
whether this attachment can be sustained. 
The point bas been raised as to whether the 
directors in a corporation acting in a position 
of trust could\make themselves preferred 
creditors. If the attachment is sustained the 
bank probably will be able after a time to 
meet its liabilities. A deed filed yesterday 
morning is the only new feature, which makes 
the depositors’ prospects brighter. Henry M. 
Fish deeded his property at the corner of 
Chicago and Van Buren streets to Mr. O’Don- 
nell in trust for the bank’s creditors. The 
corner is probably worth from $25,000 to 
$30,000. 

George M. Fish said last night: 

Wo only need a little time and are sure to 
come out all right. Everything will be turned 
over for the benefit of the creditors.’’ 

Henry Fish said: “I shall turn in every dol- 
lar I possess. I have held back nothing and 
wear my old clothes. The run was a foolish 
thing to do and the consequences are terrible.“ 

Validity of Transfers Questioned. 

Attorneys are paying much attention toa 
series of real estate transfers filed Wednesday 
morning. The fact that the various members 
of the Fish family spent the most of the night 
preceding the bank’s suspension transferring 
their property, presumably to get it out of the 
way of creditors, is one of the most damaging 
features of the entire failure. George M. 
Fish transferred thirty-nine acres to 
his Aunt Cornelia Miller. The Joliet 
Enterprise company transferred the old 


factory property ov the East Side to Mary v. 
Fish and to the same party a number of con- 
tracts of property. real estate operations 
of the Fish Bros. promise te complicate mat- 
ters materially, The family owns interests 
in from 2,000 to 3,000 acres of land in and 
about Joliet. In some cases they have only 
purchase contracts, in other instances they 
have hypothecated their holdings, and in 
others they hold title in the names of their 
wives and relatives. The creditors of the two 
companies have little prospect of relief from 
real estate assets. 

At the office of the Illinois Steel company it 
was said that the affairs of the defunct con- 
cerns were in such confusion that the steel 
compary had not yet ‘discovered just where 
it does stand in respect to the failure. The 
steel company’s relations with the wire com- 
pany were only the usual ones of manufact- 
urer and customer. A portion of the wire 
company’s paper had been guaranteed by the 
bank, but whether or not the guarantee would 
prove of any value they had so far been un- 
able to learn. 

There was a contract between the steel com- 
pany and the wire company runaing three 
years which provided that all wire rods pur- 
chased should be bought from the Illinois 
Steel company. This ry involved over 
$500,000. The amount of the unpaid balance 
owing the steel company is alittle over $175,- 
000. 


Steel Company Will Contest. 

The steel company will undoubtedly contest 
the assignment of property from the wire 
company to Fish & Son, who were directors 
in the wire company. The wire company 
made a statement as recent @s March, which 
showed assets of $200,000 above liabilities. 

Three important Chicago banks would have 
suffered seriously if the trust deed had not 
been pramptiy filed Wednesday morning. The 
Merchants’ National, of which C. J. Ble ir is 
President, has a claim of $48,000. The Amer. 
ican Trust and Savings Bank is a creditor to 
the amount of $33,000. The National Bank of 
the Republic claims $48,000, which is secured 
by warehouse receipts. Chicago bank 
claims aggregate 6129, 000, are fully se- 
cured, The local banks have been taken care 
of. Theclaim of Mr. Woodruff of the First 
National Bank far $10,000 which was bor. 
rowed yesterday morning was covered by a 
lien on a part of Henry Fish’s Chicago street 
property. * 

Tales of woe are ®ecited on every corner in 
Joliet and in every store. Matthew Tuohy 
had $1,373 in tne bank. At 9:80 a. m. yester- 
day he appeared with. the cfowd to draw out 
his money, The cashier was counting out his 
money when Henry Fish Sr. came in and or- 
dered that no more be paid out. The cashier 


grabbed the bills he had counted out away 


from Mr. Tuohy and refused to meet the 
man’s claim, 3 

The impression prevails among the poorer 
classes of depositors and the farmers that 
their claims will be frozen out for the benefit 
of the big ones. 


Was Solicited to Deposit. 

E. Jones, a horse-trainer, had his earnings, 
$200, deposited in the First National Bank. A 
week before the failure Henry Fish Sr. pre- 
vailed on him to withdraw his money from 
the First National Bank deposit it in the 
Stone City on the promise of high rates of in- 
terest. 

Farmers from all over 
Salle, Du Page, and other gounties surround- 
ing Joliet have been pouring into the city to- 
day to find out the status & their deposits in 
the Stone City Bank. 

Charles Barber is one of the heavy deposit- 
ors who now laments his friendship for the 
Fish Brothers. He is in the shoe business, 
and was solicited by George Fish to carry an 
account with the Stone City Bank, as the bank 
was in need of money. The Fish Brothers 

mised that he should n any money 
2 the:n and threw in his way. 
He is one of the few creditors who had an in- 
terview with the Fish Brothers yesterday, and 
he is of the opinion that 75 cents on the dollar 
is about the figure at which the bank can set- 
tle. — 

Deputy Sheriff McGinnis of New York has 
received an attachment for $90,000 against the 
Enterprise Barb-wire company in favor of the 
Illinois Steel company, and he served it on 
the Tnird National Batik, where the company 
is supposed to have some money on deposit.

REAR END COLLISION AT LAKE FOREST. 


Freight Train on the Northwestern Runs 
Into a Passenger Train. 

A fast freight train on the Milwaukee Di- 
vision uf the Northwestern road collided at 6 
a. m. yesterday at Lake Forest with a passen- 
ger train which was just being made up and 
was unoccupied by passengers, seriously in- 
juring the fireman of the pa&ssenger train, 
Thomas Kelly, and derailing the freight en- 
gine, five freight cars, and one passenger 
coach. 

It was the second section of fast freight 
train No. 182, which had the right on the track 
at that time. The passenger train was switch-

ing its cars into line when the freight came 
thundering along behind it and crashed into 
the second coach. Fireman Kelly, who was 
shoveling in coal, jumped and was caught 
under one of the overturned cars. He was cut 
about the neck and face and his left leg was 


broken. He was brought to Chicago and at 


his own request sent on to his home at Joliet. 

The engineer, Ed Mooney of Waukegan, 
remained on the engine, which did not turn 
over as it left the track, and was uninjured. 
No one else was hurt. The accident resulted 
because of the heavy fog. The loss to the 
company from injured property will be $5,000. 
Because of the wreck obstructing the track no 
trains moved from Chicago to Milwaukee over 
that line during the day. All the passenger 
trains from Chicago to the Cream City were 
sent over the Wisconsin Division to Crystal 
Lake, then by the Fox River branch to Genoa, 
by the Kenosha Division to Kenosha, then 
north to Milwaukee. There was one suburban 
train which came into Chicago from a station 
this side of Lake Forest, just after the acci- 
dent, on which there was no conductor and 
no fares were collected. |

Such is the cas¢‘; I had signed several of them 
in blank. The roll of money contained $1,000. 
It was the amount I was accustomed to keep 
in the office. The box was of small size. It 
was fastened with a lock, the key of which 
could easily be duplicated. 

The Strong Box. 

I have in a safety deposit vault a large 
box. The small box, which has disappeared, 
will easily slip into it. I have been ac- 
customed to put securities of the character 
described in the small box and keep it in the 
vault in my office. During my absence from 
the city, however, it has been my rule to lock 
the little box up in the safety deposit box. 
Three months ago I weat home one day feel- 
ing ill. The box was in the vault at my cffice 
at thetime. Typhoid fever made ite appear- 
ance the following morning. A was ill a long 
time. 

In looking last Tuesday 
locked this box in my vault at once no- 
ticed that papers were missi I asked W. 
A. Hamilton—he has a room in my >ffices— 
who beside himself had the combination to 
the vault. He said that one clerk and himself 
were the only ones.

Alleged Peculiar Business Methods of the 
Monroe Distillery Company. 

Fifty saloonkeepers were in Justice Everett's 
court yesterday, when Max Emanuel and 
Henry R. Adler were arraigned to answer the 
charges of obtaining money and notes by false 
pretenses and issuing fraudulent warehouse 
receipts for whisky said to be in bond in the 
government warehouse of Distillery No. 8, 
District No. 6, in Kentucky, preferred by Jose 
Misnault. They were there as witnesses, and, 
it was alleged, had each had personal experi- 
ence with the prisoners’ methods of domg 
business. They did not get a chance to testi- 
fy, as a change of venue was taken to Justice 
Foster’s court and there a continuance was 
granted until Dec. 18 in bonds of $500, 

Emanuel and Adler are connected with the 
Monroe Distillery company, which has an of- 
fice in Room 618, No. 79 Dearborn street. The 
wholesale liquor dealers of the city are taking 
a great deal of interest in the case, and it is 
claimed that peculiar business methods will 
be brought to light. 

It is alleged that original warehouse receipts 
have been hypothecated to bankers and dupli- 
cates disposed of to saloonkeepers, who in re- 
turn have given their notes, which were dis- 
counted immediately. The saloonkeener can- 
not get the whisky until the original receipts 
are released by the bank.

t is obviously impossible to give in detail the 
enormous dealings and speculations of this 
money king. A complete history of his active 
life would be a virtual sketch of the stock move- 
ments of his time. But there are certain marked 
and monumental eras or crises in the life of Wall 
street that were the product of Gould's brain 
which are of general interest. The manipulation 
of Erie is one of them. Millions were as nothing 
to him. No one could guess by his countenance 
whether he was ahead $5,000,000 or behind 
$5,000,000, All endeavors to oust him from hia dic- 
tatorship by legal procedure were cnavailing. He 
occupied the gorgeous apartments of the Grand 
Opera-House with Fisk and an army of retainers, 
and was as truly a monarch as any born to the 
throne. Before he left the 2 the Erie 
stock was expanded in less than three years from 
$34,000,000 to $86,000,000—an increase of $52,000,000, 

Mr. Gould was for years chief among the great 
gold operators. In March, 1869, was 
“down” to 131. Gould purch _ $7,000.- 
000, and then, by adroitly playing on 
the market’s dread of Cuban msurrections, the 
Alabama trouble, and European complications, 
rushed the price up to 145. The enormous suc- 
cess of this move emboldened him. who was dar- 
ing enough already, and he perfected in his quiet 
study a project that shook the financial center of 
the Nation. He determined to send gold up to 


Friday, Sept. 24, forever memorable as Black 
Friday, came. The plan was for the clique to call 
for the $80,000,000 bought on option, lock up the 
gold in the Stock Exchange vaults,and then force 
the bears, whose short interest was estimated at 
$250,000,000, to settle as bestthey might. The 
Tenth National Bank was controlled by the 
clique, and was ready to certify their checks to 
any amount to facilitate the shifting of the gold. 

Albert Speyers bought fur them $26,000,000, As 
the price jumped Gould's agents were forcing the 
timid bears into settlement. William Heath bid 
160 for a million. The crowd hesitated: no one 
dared accept the offer, as the price was on the 
upward bound. Meantime Gould’s partners were 
settling up millions and millions with the thor- 
oughly friahted bears, and pandemonium raged 
the length of the street. While Gould’s 
agent was bidding 160. 161. and 162 
for millions Gould's other agents were 
selling all the gold they could privately 
at 135 and 140. During all the excitement and 
uproar Gould was calm and collected. Never 
did be have such a drain on his nerve 
as this, but he met the demand with 
a full supply. When the price touched 
162% some one called out, “Goverment is 
selling this ten millions.“ It was a great shock. 
a great relief. In ten minutes the rate was 15 
and with bewildered braius and pallid faces hun- 
dreds of ruined operators rushed into the dark- 
ness of their private offices to weep and wail over 
the wrecks of their fortunes. 

The ruin wrought by the speculation cannot be 
overestimated. Failures and suicides followed 
hard on each other, and nothing but the vigorous 
efforts of Vanderbilt and Drew, aided by the wise 
assistance of the government, stemmed the tide 
that bade fairto bear the soundest into bank- 
ruptcy. Gould’s wily sales of gold at tne time his 
agents were forcing up the price netted him im- 
mense sums. 

At one time Gould cast his eye on Pacific Mail 
and hammered the price down some 25 per cent. 
He had made large contracts for delivery, and 
when the time came secured the stock at low 
rates and cleared several millions on the differ- 
ences. He also made largely by a 40 per cent rise 
in Union Pacific. 

Mr. Gould's connection with the Western Union 
Telegraph company began in the early part 
of 1881. For a number of years, with 
the aid of the American Union and the 
Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph companies, 
which he controlled, he was able to advance 
and depress the etock of the Western Union at 
will. o was simply playing a great game with 
his larger rival and waiting the chance when he 
would take possession and unite all the lines. In 
1851 Mr. Gould and his associates had practically 
secured control of the Western Union, 

The stock of the Western Union Telegraph 
company was at once “ watered ’’ $40,000,000, or 37 
per cent. and Mr. Gould became the leading spirit 
in that company, directing its affairs from his 
offices, which were in that building. 

Nothing Mr. Gould ever did in his life so ar- 
rayed = sentiment against him as this crea- 
tion of the telegraphic monopoly. Eventually the 
Western Union acquired the Baltimore and Ohio 
Telegraph, which Robert Garrett was glad to sell 
in order to get money to help the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad out of the difficulty into which it 
had fallen. 

_ Gould’s fortune was on the verge of ruin dur- 

the second week of May, 1884, that period of 
wild financial dread and distrust fol- 
lowing the failure of Grant & Ward. He 
was nearer being broke then than 
at any period since Black Friday. Then 
‘he threw the burden by wily manipulation on his 
opponents, combined to compass his undoing if it 
were possible, and all things seemed possible in 
those days when the * of 1857 and 1873 bade fair 
to find their parallel in Wall street. It was 
generally known that Gould was heavily involved 
in the smash of Grant & Ward, and he soon 
found arrayed against him every bear operator in 
the street. fore Mr. Gould extricated himself 
from bis difficulties he sold out his entire holding 
of stock in the Mercantile Trust company. 

From company after company Mr. Gould re- 
tired, and it was not until the summer of 1884 was 
well advanced that he rested easily and could look 
complacently on the market and cali it his 
own. During the year more than forty railroads 
had passed into the hands of receivers, among 
them the New York and New Epgland road, in 
which Mr. Gould had been particdlarly Interested. 

The statement so frequently made about Jay 
Gould that he profited by the energies of others 
instead of engaging in new enterprises was never 
more forcibly illustrated than by his connection 
with the elevated railroad system of this city. 
Other people were the pioneers in the movement, 

rominent amo whom was Cyrus W. Field. 

he New York Elevated and the Metropolitan 
Elevated were built with practically little 
help from Mr. Gould. fter th had 
passed through their throes of financial 
difficulties and receiverships Mr. Gould, Wash- 
ington E. Connor, and their associates stepped 
in and began to manipulate the stocks and in a 
short time Mr. Gould was in control. With him 
were Mr. Sage and Mr. Field, and when the two 
unprofitable roads were merged and leased to the 
Manhattan company $13,000,000 of steck was 
issued, as the street said, out of nothing.“ 


MOBS IN THE STREETS OF MADRID, 


Twelve Thousand Persons Cry for the Res- 
ignation of the Ministry. 

Maprip, Dec. 1.— Thousands of men did 

not go to work at the usual hour today, but 

waited in groups and were joined by crowds 


‘of loafers, Anarchists, and rowdies. The po- 


lice tried to disperse them, but were repulsed. 
Reinforcements were called. At 2 o’clock the 
crowa gathered again 11,000 or 12,000 strong. 
Black flags were more numerous and many 
of the men were arrested with clubs. The 
crowd su up to the steps of the Home 
Office, shouting “Down with the govern- 
ment!” “Down with the city thieves !’’

The struggle 
lasted ten minu as the men fought back 
stubbornly with w ver weapons they could 
find. Two policemen were knocked senseless 
with stones and two market women, who had 
joined the mob, were cut down with sabers.

| PRAISED THE CANAL. 


SENATOR MORGAN DELIVERS AN AD- 
DRESS AT THE CONVENTION. 


Reasons Why the Nicaragua Pian Should 
Be Cared for by the United States Gov- 
ernment—Effect of the Treaties and the 
View Taken by Senate Committees— 
What Should Be Done Toward the 
Spreading of Information—Resolutions 


Which Were Adopted. 

New Oxvzans, La, Dec. 1.—[Special.|— 
Two typical young Americans—handsome, 
plucky, and intelligeat—occupied seats upon 
the canal convention platform today as volun- 
teer delegates from Nicaragua. They were 
well acquainted with the Nicaragua side of 
the canal question, and wer anxious to hear 
what America had to say. The young men 
were J. T. Forrest, the. owner of the Rivas, 
San Jorge and Potosi railroad, and Frank H. 
Davia, the civil engineer of the road and the 
Secretary of the company. Both of the gentle- 
men said that the native Nicaraguans were 
heartily in favor of American control of the 
canal and were eagerly waiting for the dele- 
gates from the States to push the work to a 
successful completion, The idea of English 
supremacy is not relished. At present the 
canal company has a small force at Grey- 
town, and it is principally engaged in watcb- 
ing the dredges, A mile of the canal has 
been built on the Atlantic side and the break. 
water has been completed. Six large dredges 
are on the ground ready to begin work at any 
time. The engineers say that it would take 
six to eight years and $60,000,000 to complete 
the work. 

Report of the Organization Committee. 

The Committee on Rules first reported after 
Chairman Converse called the meeting to or- 
der this morning. Its report favored the read- 
ing of the memurial of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama and then the hearing of Senator Mor- 
gan, who had just arrived. This was adopted 
with the amendment that an hour be devoted 
to the regular order of business. Col. R. M. 
Nelson of Selma, Ala., Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Future Work and Organization, re- 


ported: 


1. That each delegate in attendance at this con- 
vention be instructed to diss@minate information 
concerning the proceedings of the convention 
within their various districts and to proceed in 
accordance as the necessity of the occasion re- 
quires. 

2. To have each delegate upon his return home 
make a written report to the power from whence 
his appointment emanated. ; 

3. That each delegation in attendance upon this 
convention immediately hold a meeting and or- 
ganize a State auxiliary association having for 
officers of the same a President, a Vice-President, 
a Secretary, and a Treasurer, and a committee of 
three from each Congressional! district. 

4. That the Chairman of the convention ap- 
point a committee of five whose duty it shall be 
to proceed at once to Washington City. They 
shall keep in communication with the Executive 
Council and the State organizations and have a 
right to call for the presence and aid of whomso- 
aver they deem expedient. 

5. That the Committee on Address appointed 
at the last convention be continued. 

6. That the Executive committee appointed at 
the last convention be increased in numbers to 
the extent that each State in attendance here 
shall be represented by three members on such 
committee. ‘ 

When the report was adopted Lionel C. 
Levy, for Georgia, and Judge Thomas E. Mer- 
ritt, tor Illinois, spoke in behalf of their States 
and the canal. When the hour for the regular 
business to begin arrived Secretary Smith 
proceeded to read the memorial of the Ala- 
bama Legislature strongly indorsing the canal 
project. When he had concluded Chairman 
Converse said that Senator Morgan had made 
a great sacrifice to come here, having left a 
sick home. 

Senatof Morgan's Address. 

Senator Morgan is the author of the bill in 
Congress. He was most enthusiastically greet- 
ed. He said he was not surprised at the rep- 
resentative audience he was addressing, wheu 
he considered the magnitude of the Nicar- 
augua Canal project. The matter hac now 
taken hold of the conscience, the minds, and 
the efforts of the people. This was no new 
question. it is centuries old. When our great 
nation was born the first thought of her 


statesmen and her people was to consummate § 


the discovery by the completion of a connec- 
tion between the two oceans. The building 
of this canal is the demand of the nineteenth 
century. Mr. Hayes said this was to be an, 
American canal and controlled by Americans. 
That was an offshot of the Monroe doctrine. 
He would amend what Mr. Hayes had said. 
This must be a United States canal unde 

United States control. : 

Considering our resources, our raphical 
and financial relations, we could not fail to build 
this canal. Earnestness, devotion, détermina- 
tion, and zeal are always found in breasts like 
these here assembled, and genius in brains like 
these, and the willing hands of the people who 
make up the genius aud brains of this country 
would go out and undertake this great work. In 
1846, before we had acquired any great hold on 
the Pacific except Oregon, when no part of Mex- 
ico was ours, the statesmen of this country made 
atreaty with New Grenada. 
been considered an entangling foreign alliance, 
but the people of America do not consider any 
section of this hemisphere from the Arctic Ocean 
to the Pacific Ocean foreign country. 

In that treaty it was previced that the people 
ot the United States should have the same transit 
and passage across Panama as the citizens of 
Panama. There should be no tolls or dues, de- 
murrage or otherwise. That was a broad conces- 
sion to us, the meaning of which was that the 
coast line of the United States was extended 
across the Isthmus of Darien. Might it not hap- 

n as a result of the building of the Panama 

‘anal by the French Government that we should 
have trouble with that government if it should 
find it a duty in the protection of its own citizens 
to deny the people of the United States free tran- 
sit across the isthmus. 

The guarantee of neutrality on either side of 
the isthmus is a great boon to commerce. Wo 
guaranteed also to-preserve the peace there, and 
we have preserved the peace thore. Why have 
we undertaken to do this? Because the isthmus 
veographically in its relations is identified so 
closely with the United States and because the 
United States is jealous of its control of the coast 
lines of this hemisphere. The aim of our great 
statesmen has always been to preserve the coast 
line for the benefit of the people of the United 
States, 

Coming down to a later treaty, this time with 
Nicaragua, we provide for a transit for our peo- 
ple, equal rights with the people of Nicaragua, 
transit for our armies and munitions of war, with 
other provisions. We further speak of a 
canal to run through Nicaragua, and 
to preserve our — to send troops 
along the line of travel to protect 
not only our on people but other people whose 
peace may be disturbed or whose property 
may be threatened. 

By the Clayton-Bulwer treaty provision had 
been made that neither the United States nor 
Great Britain should disturb the sovereignty of 
Nicaragua down there by building fortifications 
along the canal or iff any other manner. But wilo 
questions the right of President Harrison to send 
troops to Nicaragua under the earlier treaty to 
protect our citizens and their property, and the 
right to carry troops to Nicaragua carries with 


] it the right to protect thoag troops. There 1s noth- 


ing in the Clayton-Bulwer treaty to prevent us 
from going down into Nicaragua and building 
the canal. Great Britain has never denied that 
we have the right. And Great Britain never 
sleeps. The lion never bats his eye. 


As to the Senate’s View. 


As to the view of the Senate on the bearing of 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. toward thé question of 
the control and building of the canal by the 
United States, the committee felt that there was 
nothing in an abstract view of the treaty to stop 
our construction and control of the canal, but we 
must be careful and live up to our obligations to 
Nicaragua in — in its sovereignty and in 
preserving its peace. We cannot afford to yield 
our right of free transit across Panama, Nicara- 
gua, or elsewhere on this continent to any foreign 
government, and that was the point which the 
Senator desired to make plain to the enlightened 
assemblage he had the pleasuro to address. 

There could be no doubt that Great Brit- 
ain’s purpose was to ultimately steal the great 
key of the Western Hemisphere. He did not 
blame Great Britain, but he did not mean to be 
blind or shut his eyes to its purpose. Senator 
Morgan dwelt at some length on British policy as 
regarding Great Britain's purpose to control if 
possible at some day the passage through Nicara- 


gua. 

It will be idle for the United States to take the 
sweet consolation to its bosom that Great Britain 
will magnanimously refrain from apy attempt to 
control the canal if it is within her power to do 
so.

Formation of the Report. j 

Senator Morgan explained fully the circum 
stavces under which the Senate committee 
had inves the project of building the 
canal, He had been delighted with the una- 
nimity of mind and purpose of the members 
of the committee, which was composed of dis- 
tinguished men. Sherman, remarkable for 
conservatism in preferring the credit of the 
Nation; Evarts, a distinguished diplomat and 
great lawyer, at once a most worthy Secretary 
of State; Payne; a man of splendid ideas and 
fine talents; Dolph, who had been trained in 
the conduct and management of great cOrpo- 
rations in the West in all their various phases; 
Eustis, a man of grand ability and great in- 
fluence ir Congress; Edmunds. who has now 
gone from public life, but who was a great 
constitutional lawyer and one of the ablest 
members of the Senate; Frye, distinguished 
in public life, and Brown, one of the repre- 
sentative public men of the South. 

The committee, he said, represented all sec. 
tions and political views, and they were united 
in recommending government control of the 
Nicaraguan waterway. They studied the 
question in all its bearmgs and they realized 
its importance, while satisfied with the facts 
and the figures that had been presented to the 
committee bearing on its cost and its reve- 
nues where completed. The Suez Canal 
charged $2.50 per ton toll and the Sevate 
committee found that a charge of only $1 per 
ton exacted for tolls at the Nicaraguan Canal 
would yield $5,000,000 annually to pay inter- 
est on bonds, $3,000,000 for repair and main- 
tenance of the canal, and $3,000,000 
to be divided among the stockholders, while 
the government saw no more favourable condi- 
tions could possibly be secured, 

In closing his address Senttor Morgan ex- 
pressed his high gratification at the fact that 
the bankers, the financiers, the commercial 
men, the exchanges, and the State govern- 
ments were awakening toa realization of the 
commanding importance of their enterprise 
and congratulated the business-men of the 
country upon this splendid and able conven- 
tion which they had sent to New Orleans, 

Senator Morgan was enthusiastically cheered 
upon the completion of his address and was 
heartily voted thanks for the able, interesting, 
and intelligent manner in which he had dis- 
cussed the question, 

And, further, as a mark of honor to him, 
the convention took a recess in order that the 
delegates might individually greet him and 
pay their compliments to him. Senator Mor- 
gan returned tonight, ge compelled to 
hasten his departure by the illness of a inem- 
ber of his family. 

Resolutions Committee’s Report. 


Senator Morgan began his speech at 11 
o’clock and held the attention of the conven- 
tion for two hours and a half. Judge Estee, 
Chairman of the Committee on Resolutions, 
then submitted the following report: 

WHEREAS, In view of the fact that the territory 
of the United States reaches across in the front 
of both sides of the northern half of the Ameri. 
can continent; that the distance by water from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific side of our country is 
more than 15,000 miles; that to make this voyage 
we must pass over tempestuous seas and through 
every known variety of climate; t “a mere 
thread of land separates the two oceans; that 
the severing of this thread and opefiing a naviga- 
ble water channel across the Isthmus of Nicar 
agua will unite the Atlantic and Pacific and 
shorten the water route from one side of the 
continent to the other 10,000 miles: that the Pa- 
cific States are now remote from the Atlantic 
seaboard and the older and more populous parts 
of the country than is Europe, the construction 
of the Nicaragua Canal will encourage closer re- 
lations with our sister republics of Central and 
South America, the cost of transportation of 
freight east and west from the Atlantic to the 
Pacitic oceans will be cheapened more than one- 

alf; that as a measure of national defense the 
making of this canal will be of infinitely. greater 
value tothe American Republic than the build- 
ing of fortq or the maintaining of armies; that 
by its coOnstructié¢n our navy can con- 
centrated at any American port in 
one-third of the time and with one-third 
of the expense that are now required; that the 
large and numerous coaling stations will thus be 
dispensed with; that the Pacific Ocean, with its 
increasing commerce, its island and Asiatic trade, 
will thus contribute to our wealth and enlarge 
our markets; that in this age of commercial 
activity, when most enlightened nations of the 
world are seeking and creating new markets for 
‘their products, the great aim is to sborten the 
distance and cheapen the price of transportation 
from the producer to the constmer; that 
to successfully accomplish this and maintain 
large and varied industries all over the 
eountry-and to give better markets to our agri- 
cultural and manufacturing products, the short- 
est route by land and sea must be created; that 
water transportation is the cheapest transporta- 
tion; that as America is a great producing coun- 
try it competes with all other countries in the 
world’s markets and thus inspires their rivalry; 
that this is the eatest republic of the world: 
that the monarchies of the Eastern Continent are 
jealous of its wonderful growth and splendid in- 
dustrial achievements; that the time has come 
when America should prepare for and 
guard against the necessity and dangers 
of the future; that it would be both unwise and 
unpatriotic for this great republic to publicly and 
quietly permit any foreign power to either open 
for themselves the gates of American commerce 
or close those gates upon us; and hence the 
American people should build this canal, control 
it when built; an 

WHEREAS, Both of the great political parties of 
this country in their last national conventions 
expressly indorsed the building of this canal. and 
both candidates for President heartily approved 
said declarations and received more than nine- 
tenths of the votes of the American freemen; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, First, that it is the paramount duty of 
this government to aid in the construction of the 
Nicaraguan Canal, Second, that this convention 
respectfully urges the Congress of the Urited 
States totake such steps and give such financial 
aid as will insure the speedy completion of the 
said canalatthe minimum cost thereof, taking 
proper security for any credit pledged or money 
advanced for this purpose, and retaining such 
control and supervision of the same as will insure 
the peaceful use of this great enterprise to the 
commerce of the world and at the lowest possible 
rates. 

The resolutions were adopted and the State 
delegations handed in the names of new mem- 
bers of the Executive committee. The selec- 
tion of representatives from each Cungres- 
sional district was left to the State members 
of each committee. Each State presented a 
speaker who spoke good words for the canal. 
Chairman Converse was added to the com- 
mittee of five to go to Washington and ap- 
point the rest of the committee later. The 
convention adjourned with cheers.

Mrs. Clarence I. Peck gave a musicale and 
reception in the banquet hall at the Audito- 
rium from 3:30 to 6 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, Invitations had been sent to 600, and 
of that number 500 accepted the hospitality of 
Mrs. Peck. The musical program included 
four solos by Signor Del Puente, the baritone 
who came from New York expressly for the 
occasion, and piano solos by William H. Sher-

No social event given at the Auditorium 
has ever approached in harmony of artistic 
The ban- 
quet hall was transformed for the occasion 
until its oldest friend would scarce have known 
it. The fault heretofore found witlrit of poor 
ventilation had been overcome by the re- 
modeling of the roof and flowers hid the 
balcony and the arches, In the north 
end of the room half of a cross of St. Andrew, 
the elongated six-point star, had been built 
from the tables, and from this the buffet 
luncheon was served at the end of the musical 
program, Curtains hid this from view until 
the music had ended. In the center of the 
star was a raised platform surmounted by a 
byramid of asparagus and yellow chrysanthe- 
mums, and on either side was a large basket 
also of yellow cnrysanthemums. The points 
of the star were marked with tracings of as- 
paragus.

The Real Discussion.

Mr. Lambert opened the discussion, gi 
his time principally to the needs of revision 
existing revenue laws, including the assessing 
of property and the collection of taxes. Per- 
sonally he favored the exemption of notes and 
choses in action, but he was aware of the 
position this proposition would meet at the 
hands of country members, and such a 
would be impracticable. It made little at. 
ference whether any particular property was 
exempted, as taxes would “equate and 
diffuse themselves accordi to the 
principle of ‘political economy. The 
defects in the present revenue law were 
almost wholly in the matter of assess 
ment. The laws apparently guarded this mat- 
ter so as to secure equity, but there had grown 
up outside the law a system which seemed to 
have the sanction of the judiciary and had be- 
come stronger than the law itself and entirely 
subversive of its plain intent and meaning, 
system of valuing property for taxation at a 

r cent of its real value, not uniform or 

xed, but depending entirely on the will, 
caprice, and possibly the cupidity of the as- 
sessors. There were undoubtedly instances 
of valuations ranging from one-third to one- 
tenth of the real value and in the assessments 
by the State Board of Equalization going as 
low even as 5 per cent of the real value of the 
property. 

Asasample the speaker cited the case of 
a city horse and cable railway, the 
stock and franchises of which were worth a 
total of $22,400,000. The State Board of 
Equalization placed its value at $1,250,000. 
These figures showed the unfairness of the 
system. 

Wants a Constitutional Convention. 

To remedy this evil Mr. Lambert would, if 
he were a member of the next General As- 
sembly of the Illinois State Legislature, lose 
no time in doing what he might toward the 
calling of a constitutional convention. This 
would be n because of the diffi. 
culties in the way of divorcing the, 
State tax from other- taxes. under the 
Constitution, because Cook County needed a 
different assessment machinery as well as a 
different code of laws in many respects from 
that of the farming districts and even the 
less populous towns, a change which could 
only be brought about by changing the pres- 
ent Constitution. A constitutional convention 
was needed because of the inadeqnate laws re- 
garding the present limit of bonded indebted- 
ness. If a constitutional convention could 
not be had, he would favor the making of 
changes looking) to relief from these 
matters. A change was needed in the city 
charter, particularly in that part which regu- 
lated special assessments. 

Mr. Dixon favored a compulsory arbitration 
law, modeled somewhat after the Railroad 
and Warehouse act, creating an afbitratioa 
board which should have the power to enforce 


speedy, just, and equitable means of 
disputes arising between employer 
empleyé. He would thea introduce a bill de- 
sigued to give effect to the amendment to the 
Constitution which forbids the letting of the 
labor of convicts by contract. He would 
have the convicts work on roads or public 
buildings aud perhaps manufacture school 
furniture to be sold in the State of Illinois at 
the cost of production. He would provide for 
the payment of wages in lawful money, and 
make a few shifts in the laws of procedure in 
courts of law and equity. 

Wipe Out “Justice Shops.” 

Joseph B. David would wipe out justice 
shops and constables; consvlidate the Su- 
preme Court in Spri eld: abolish the grand 
jury system, which costs Cook County alone 
$100,000 a year; repeal the law limitwmg the 
amount to be recovered as damages for per- 
sonal injuries; iet two-thirds of a jury in a 
civil case decide the case, and prevent the col- 
lection 6f interests on any funds belonging to 
the State or to a county or municipal corpo- 
ration.

SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST C, J. IVES. 


*Reins. in Home (N. .) 


Railroad President Accused of Double 
Dealing—Sued for $100,000, 

When President and General Manager C. J. 
Ives of the Burlington, Cedar Rapids and 
Northern railroad was registering at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel Wednesday night he was 
served with papers in two $50,000 suits, one a 
bill and the other a damage suit, brought by 
E. S. Ellsworth, a capitalist, who has an office 
in the Chamber of Commerce Building. 

The bill, which was filed in the Superior 
Court, alleges that the complainant lost from 
$50,000 to $100,000 by a breach of contract on 
the part of the defendant, and the prayer is 
for a receiver and an accounting. The docu- 
ment contains some serious charges against 
the railroad President. Both parties are resi- 
dents of Iowa, Mr. Ellsworth living at Iowa 
Falls and Mr. Ives at Cedar Rapids. In for- 
mer years the two were associated in many 
financial ventures. Ives is well known in rail- 
way circles, and besides being President of the 
Burlmgton, Cedar Rapids and Northern 
road operates the Iowa and Estherville and 
abe branch lines. 

In November, 1889, says the bill, the Bur- 
lington people contemplated the building of a 
branch line from Forest City northwest to 
Estherville. As President and Manager of 
the road Mr. Ives had advance information af 
the extension, and conceived a scheme to oper- 
ate a land deal in connection therewith. He 
also had power to late the stations and do- 
cide upon the sites for new towns and villages 
along the route. He accordingly sent for 
Elisworth and proposed a copartnership, 
which was finally formed. By the agreement 
Ellsworth, it is charged, was to go with the 
engineer of the road, F. H. White, and sur- 
vey the route. Knowing the country well 
Elisworth was to select ail the sites for the 
stations and proposed towns, and Ives was to 
order their location on the sites so selected. 
Then Ellsworth was to go on and buy the 
property. In pursuance of the scheme, and 
after the towns and stations were located, 
Elisworth was to cut the property into build- 
ing lots, which would be greatly enhanced in 
value. 

Ellsworth, it is alleged, spent fifteen days 
with the engineer and located all the stations 
and four town sites, which were * by 
President Ives. Ellsworth purchased 160 
acres on each location, one of the sites being 
on property already owned by Elisworth. For 
one site Elisworth paid as high as $3,600 and 
out of his own * Ives not figuring pub- 
licly in the de 

The road was finally built over the route 
surveyed by White and Ellsworth, but not a 
single station or town was built on the loca- 
tion upon. On the contrary, it is 
cha „Ives located each station and village 
one mile east or west of the site agreed upon, 
and thus all of the property bought by Ells- 
worth was worthless for boommg purposes. 

On investigation he claims to have found 

Ives subsequently formed a town site 
company of which he was the principal stock- 
holder. The company went on and platted 
the towns, sold the land at an im inense profit, 
and left Elisworth out. Ives, he says, has not 
even paid him for. his time and money spent 
in operating the scheme.

MORE MONEY ’FOR THE UNIVERSITY 


Heirs of William B. Ogden to Give $500,- 
‘ 000—Mrs. Reynolds’ Donation. 

The more professors the University of Chi- 
cago gets and the more ambitious its plans 
the more money it seems to get. It is now 
announced that the heirs of the William B. 
Ogden estate have agreed to patch up their 
disagreement to the extent of turning over 
$500,000 to the Chicago University. Mr. Og- 
den left over $714,000 to charitable purposes, 
and there vas a dispute as to what institutions 
it should go to. Thus he left $500,000 to an 
institution which was not in existence at the 
date of his death. It is proposed to devote the 
income of the bequest to the support of the de- 
partment of biology. 

But the good fortune of the institution does 
not stop here. Though the officials do not 
care to talk of it, it is given out that Mrs. 
J — Reynolds, who lives in Aurora, has 
notified them that she will give them $250,000. 
In this, she says, she is carrying out the wishes 
of her dead husband. Diamond Joe Reyn- 
olds, who had always wished to substantially 
aid some great educational institution. It is 
not yet known when the money will re- 
ceived or to what use it will be put. 

Ihen there is the Walker Museum now being 
built on the university campus. It 1s to cost 
$100,000 and is given by George C. Walker. 
It is quite likely, having such a building, that 
the Chicago University will succeed in cap- 
turing the collection of the Chicago Academy 
of Sciences, which now wants a home, and will 
be a welcome guest wherever it may choose to 
settle down.

THREE MEN BURNED. 


EXPLOSION IN THE MAINS OF THE 
EOONOMIO GAS OOMPANY. 


Laborers Overcome by the Deadly Fumes 
Struggle in Vain to Escape from a Pit 
in the Street—Bystanders Lack Presence 
of Mind to Render Aid—Dr. Buck Ar- 
rives Just in Time to Save Three Lives 
—What Ignited the Gas Is Not Yet 
Known, . 

Three man were injured by an explosion in 
the mains of the Economic Gas company at 
Division street and La Salle avenue at 6:10 
yesterday evening. It was thought at first 
that one man was dead, but examination 
showed that life was not extinct and it is now 
thought that he hasachance for recovery. 
Those injured were: 

CALLIHAN, Mis, laborer, living at No. 2008 
Canal street, burned about the face, hands, and 
body; partly asphyxiated. 

ELLIs, WILLIAM, foreman, living at No. 3532 
Wood street, burned about face, hands, and body; 
partly asphyxiated. 

Myers, Joun, laborer, partly asphyxiated and 
severely burned about the head and body. 

These men, as part of a gang of fifteen, had 


helped to dig a hole twelve feet long by two | 


feet wide and five feet deep at the southeast 
corner of La Salle avenue and Division street 
for the purpose of connecting the mains of 
the gas company on the two streets. The ten- 
inch main on La Salle avenue was filled with 
gas. The twenty-four inch main on Divison 
street was still empty. The connecting pipe 
had been placed in position and the rope and 
rubber-bag packing completed, and every- 
thing was ready for the soldering process at 6 
o’clock. 
Overcome by Gas. 

At 6:10 John Myers was in the hole alone 

removing one of the rubber bags. A moment 
later he was overcome by the escaping gas 
and fell to the bottom of the excavation, The 
foreman of the gang, William Ellis, jumped 
down to assist him, calling on Miles Callihan 
to help. As soon as they got down to Myers 
the gas ignited. A muffled explosion followed 
and both men were thrown down upon the 
prostrate form of Myers. 
The gas burned up into two jets of flame 
Aten feet high at.both ends of the connecting 
A crowd gathered around the hole in a 
The men down in the excavation 
were calling for help and trying to escape 
what seemed certain death, but the crowd sur- 
rounding them seemed to have lost all pres- 
ence of mind, and not until Dr. Buck, who 
lives across the street from the place at No. 
418 La Salle avenue, arrived and threw them 
a rope did they succed in getting out. 

By that time some one had turned in a fire 
alarm, another called a patrol wagon trom 
the East Chicago Avenue Station, and yet an- 
other sent for the Larrabee street patrol 
wagon. 

Spectators Inhale the Fumes. 

They all arrived on the scene in short order, 
drove the crowd back, and removed the in- 
jured men. When they arrived several people 
had been forced too near the gas fire and were 
staggering under the deadly fumes. A line 
was formed around the place and the remain- 
ing laborers put to work smothering the 
flames with dirt. They would walk up to the 
hole, hold their breath, throw in a few shovel- 
fuls of earth, and then retreat to pure air. 
By 7 o’clock the hole was filled and the fire 
extinguished. 

In the meantime the injured men were 
taken care of. John Myers had been hauled 
out with a rope. He was severely burned 
about the tace, hands, and body, and his lungs 
were full of the deadly gas. At first it was 
thought he was dead, but an examination 
showed that life stiJl remained. He was taken 
to Alexian Brothers“ „Hospital, where it is 
thought he may recover. Miles Callihan and 
William Ellis were severely burned about the 
head, face, and body. Ellis had the top of 
his head singed as clean as a billiard ball. 
Both men were takeu to neighboring drug 
stores and cared for. ‘They refuse to talk. 

The cause of the ignition of the gas is a 
mystery. The workmen claim they know 
nothing about it. The only theory they can 
give is that some one walking near there had 
thrown alighted cigar or cigarette into the 

ole. 

Some of the people in the excited crowd 
claim the men were working without a per- 
mit and used a gas lamp. This is denied by 
Assistant Superintendent J. T. Jelfs of the 
gas company, who was near the place when 
the accident happened. An inspector from 
the Bureau of Public Works was also present, 
but refused to give his name or to express an 
opinion on the accident. 

The damage to the gas company’s mains is 
nominal ana can be repaired in a short time. 
The gas used, according to the neighbors, is 
not the natural gas, but common illuminating 
gas.

steambarge Jewett, which was tied up at the Illi- 
nois Central road docks. Mr. Morford alleges 
that on the last trip out the City of New York 
wanted to get out, and, as the tow-line of the 
Jewett was in the way. Mate Saddler deliberately 
gut it in two. Saddler was arrested and gave 
bonds in the sum of $800 for his appearance Dec. 3. 


More Help in the Postofflce. 

The Postmaster-General yesterday authorized 
the Postmaster of Chicago to employ additional 
clerks at an expense of $48,000 a year, and forty 
clerks were put on the rolls to begin in the mail- 
ing department. The additional force will great- 
ly facilitate the performance of the heavy boliday 
work for which a supplemental force is usually 
allowed. The department at Washington, in 
view of the permanent allowance, declined to give 
Col. Sexton a temporary force for holiday work. 
Since Oct. 22 Posmaster-General Wanamaker has 
allowed the Chicago office 100 new carriers and 
money enough for seventy clerks, nineteen new 
collection wagons, and ten stamping machines in 
addition to the present equipment.

Edward W. Bemis, associate professor of po- 
litical economy of the University Extension 
Bureau. The subject was: “Strikes and 
Lockouts: or, Contests Between. Labor and 
Capital.” He said in substance: 

Consumets may possibly consent to pay higher 
rices when forced to do so by strikes, but if it is 
or luxuries demand will perceptibly decrease. 

The temporarily snecessful strike mast lead to 

increased production through greater energy or 
skill of employés, as has been frequently demon- 
strated. Employers can then afford to pay high- 
er wages, for his wares bring higher prices. 

Merchants like to sell goods as high as possible, 
and consumers desire to buy at the lowest prices, 
yet these differences of opinion are always settled 
amicably. Just so the differences becween capi- 
tal and labor, or employers and employés, will 
eventually be settled. This is the work new done 
by boards of conciliation or arbitration. In case 
of railroads, telegraph lines, and street-car com- 
panies, arbitration should be compulsory and 
strikes forbidden by law for the interest of the 
eneral public. 

‘rom 1551 to 1886 there were 22,344 strikes in this 
country. involving 1.323.203 employés. Of the 
men involved 39.19 per cent won and 13.47 per cent 
were partly successful, or 52,66 per cent in all. Of 
the strikes 46.52 per cent were successful and 13.47 
per cent partly so, while 39.95 per cent failed. Of 
the 2,214 lockouts. involving 160,823 employés, 25.47 
per cent were successful, 8.58 per cent partly, and 
60.48 per cent failed. 


TO ADJUST THEIR DIFFERENCES. 


Alley “L” and Discharged Engineers to 
Submit to a Board of Appeals. 

Chief P. M. Arthur said yesterday that his 
efforts to adjust the differences between the 
South Side Rapid Transit company and the 
discharged members of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive, Engineers had been satisfactory 
to him, and that he hoped to see the matter 
settled in a spirit of fairness and moderation 
on both sides. He wes well pleased with the 
reception he received at the hands of the Alley 
„L“ management, 

1 had a conference with Dr. Barnard,” 
said Mr. Arthur, “to learn the company’s 
story. Dr. Barnard said that the men were 
discharged charged with violating a rule of 
the company forbidding employés to dispar- 
age the management or to commit acts likely 
to prove detrimental to the service. He said 
that he was 1 willing to submit the 
question to a Board of Appeals, and he would 
offer no objection to my sitting as a member. 
It was agreed that the matter should take that 
course, anfl a meeting will be held Friday at 
10 o’clock to take testimony under oath. 

“If I find that the discharged men violated 
the rules of the company or acted dishonor- 
ably in any way I shall have nothing more to 
do with the matter. The brotherhood does 
not intend to uphold its members in dishon- 
orable conduct. I expect that the trouble will 
be amicably settled. 


SAY MORRIS BOUGHT NO LOTS FROM THEM. 


Bradford Bros. Deny a Story Concerning 
the Tolleston Land Company. 

Bradford Bros., the private bankers who 
are interested in the Tolleston Land and In- 
vestment company, deny the statements made 
by the attorney for Thomas Morris. They say 
they are in good standing and financial re- 
pute with bankers and business-men of this 
city; that they have expended large sums of 
money in the improvement of the land at Tol- 
leston, Ind., and that their property there is 
worth $300,000. A member of the firm yester- 
day said: 

As to the transaction of Morris, he did 
not buy lots from us, but from a person who 
had purchased from us and held a contract 
entitling him to have the lands deeded. As a 
matter of accommodation and at the request 
of the person who sold to Morris, the Land 
and Investment company took up the con- 
tracts and made a deed direct to Morris. 
Neither the company nor any agent of the 
company ever made any representations what- 
ever to Morris. It is not true, as insinuated 
in the statement of Morris’ attorney, that the 
examination of the abstracta proved the title 
vad, or that on any such grounds Morris re- 
scinded his contracts or that by threats or 
pleading he got back any portion of his 
money. 


FLORENCE BLYTHE SECURES ALL. 


California Supreme Court Sustains the De- 
cision of the Probate Judge. 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 1.—The Supreme 
Court today affirmed the decision of Probate 
Judge Coffey, finding Florence Blythe to be 
heiress to the estate of Thomas Blythe, de- 
ceased. The contest over the éstate, which 
consists of property in the business portion of 
the city now valued at $5,000,000, began July 
15, 1889. The most prominent claimants were 
Florence, the illegitimate daughter of Blythe, 
who aimed to, show that she had been 
acknowledged by the deceased to be his 
daughter and heiress, and Alice Edith Blythe, 
who claimed she had been married to the 
millionaire by verbal agreement. In addi- 
tion to these two there were numerous En- 
glish, Welsn, Scotch, and other contestants 
claimimg relationship to Blythe. The contest 
was one of the longest on record, and was de- 
cided July 31, 1890, by Judge Coffey, award- 
ing the entire estate to Florence Blythe, 
which décision, on an appeal to the Supreme 
Court, has been confirmed. The heiress is 
now Mrs. Fritz Hinckley, having been mar- 
ried two months ago to the son of Daniel B. 
Hinckley, one of the owners of the Fulton 
Iron works of this city.

igher Criticism.“ bishop Newman D. D., 
LL. D., and Congressman Dolliver also made 


speeches. 
Prof. Moulton said: 


I have not come to abuse the higher criticism. 
There is no one who can object to a submission of 
the Bible to scientific study. The end of such 
study is sure to reach the truth. The only 
danger is that while we are waiting for 
the outcome of such study doubts and perplexities 
creepin which disturb us. The literary study 
of the Bible is what I contend for as against the 
purely scientific ore g When the literary student 
studies the . bibli account of the plagues 
of Egypt he not troubled by the 
question of authenticity of the 
authorship of the Pentateuch. His study is a 
contrast of the three different accounts of the 
plagues—the epic of the Pentateuch, the lyrit 
of the Psalms, and the picturesque and 
detailed account of the Book of Wisdom. 
This is an illustration of the widest 
divergence of the two methods of study. The 
twenty-fourth Psalm presents an example of the 
near approach of the two methods, higher criti- 
cisin endeavoring to ascertain whether the psalm 
is one connected whole, or whether it should be 
divided, while the literary student takes it as a 
song and endeavors to interpret it.

WINDOW GLASS FACTORY ESTABLISHED.

Alexandria, Ind., to Have the Largest One 
in the United States. 


ALEXANDRIA, Ind, Dec. 1.—{Special.]—What 
is intended to be the largest window glass factory 
in the United States was located here today by 
the Union Glass company of Indiana. The con- 
tract was signed for the erection of a plant to be 
n operation by July 1, 1893. The specifications 
call for the Belgian tank system, operating 256 
pots, about three times tbe size of the Depauw 
glass-works.

Tas Drainage Board will hold its annual 
meeting Tuesday. It is to be hoped that Mr. 
|. Cooley or the Chief Engineer will add to the 
interest of the proceedings by telling how 
800,000 cubic feet of water is to be taken 
through the city into the new drainage chan- 
| mel and at what cost. A report should also be 
' submitted showing how the minimum quan- 
_ tity of 30,000 cubic feet, which has to be sup- 
_ plied before the drainage channel can be used, 
> even if completed, is to be obtained, and at 
| what cost. That is the information which has 
| been sought after most earnestly by the com- 
' munity for many months, but which it has

IIx is understood that a resolution will be 
' Offered at the meeting of the Judiciary com- 
f 5 mittee of the County Board today to authorize 
te Sheriff to pay out of the collections of his 
' Office his attorneys’ fees in all suits brought 
4 against him as Sheriff. A statement made by 
that officer, printed in this morning’s paper, 
" furnishes the reason why this should be done 
and the present practice of allowing the 
' Sheriff to shoulder these legal expenses be 
abandoned. Owing to the increased amount 
of legal business done in the county the num- 
ber of suits brought against a Sheriff durmg 
his term of office has risen to about 1,500. 
Some of them are brought for alleged tres- 
passes in making levies, some to contest the 
right of property, and others on still other 
_ grounds. All these suits have to be defended 
or judgment will be obtained against the 
Sheriff. Hence every case has to be looked 
after by a lawyer, no matter how trivial or 
ut just it may be. The Sheriff’s liability does 
not end with the expiration of his term, but ex- 
tends for sixteen years beyond it, so that he goes 
out of office saddled with a load of litigation 
which consumes his time and his money for 
_ years. The policy of the past should be 
abandoned, and neither the Sheriff nor any 
other county official should be forced to pay 
legal expenses that are incurred by him while 
actingin his official capacity in accordance

CITY AND COUNTY CONSOLIDATION. 

That useless body which calls itself the Citi- 
zens’ Association has printed another yearly 
report in which it insists, as of old, that the 
consolidation of this city and county would 
be a grand reform measure. It may seem 80 
to those who think that men can be made 
good by charters and constitutions, but not to 
those who have any practical acquaintance 
with municipal affairs. It may seem wrong 
to the theorist that there should be two gov- 
erning bodies exercising certain powers in the 
same territory; that criminals, for instance, 
should be arrested by men paid by the city 
government and confined and tried by men 


paid by the county government; that the city 


streets should be under one jurisdiction and 
the city poor under another. It seems to 
them in their simple-mindedness that these 
things would be better looked after if man- 
aged by oue governing body. 

These individuals are riding to death a prin- 
ciple the limitations of which they do not 
understand. It has been settled that that is a 
bad form of government where nobody is re- 
sponsible for anything, owing to power being 
divided up among a number of boards and 
officers. It is known to intelligent persons, 
however, that when consolidation is carried 
too far and one man or body is made respun- 
sible for everything he or it is practically re- 
sponsible for nothing, It is unwise to use 
half a dozen carte to carry a load when two 
will suffice.. If the entire load is put on one it 
breaks down or sticks in the mud. 

That is what would happen if the city and 
county governments were consolidated. There 
would not be more responsibility and effici- 
ency, but less. It is known toall except these 
amateur politicians that the city government 
discharges its present duties in a satisfactory 
manner. With a local legislature of one 
house it takes months and sometimes years 
to secure needed legislation. It is proposed 
to expedite matters by adding to the work to 
be done and having two houses, each of which 
will have to act on whatever is accomplished. 
It would take about twice as long to get de- 
cent measures through as it does now. Those 
which had money behind them would slip 
through if there werd six houses. 

Undoubtedly the Aldermen would like to 
have the city and county consolidated. Then 
they would be able to get poor relief for their 
constituents, and would havea finger in the 
Insane Asylum and Hospital pie. The County 
Commissioners would like consolidation, be- 
cause they would share with their City Alder- 
manic brethrenin that profitable business 
known as the sale of franchises. But as the 
consumers pay in the long run what it costs 
to get franchises from the Council, they would 
be the losers if it became necessary for specu- 
lators to buy up two houses. It is not for the 
interest of the people that there should be two 
gangs of plunderers instead of one. 

If the city and county governments were 
attending to the same things, or to things 
which were closely related, consolidation 
would be advisable. Such is not the case, 
however. ‘There is no reason why the courts, 
the insane, and the poor should not be under 
a distinct jurisdiction. That the two govern- 
ments have run along side by side for the last 
sixty years, hardly ever clashing, is good evi- 
dence that there is no present necessity for 
consolidation. 

If these reformers were practical men they 
would turn their attention to the city govern- 
ment and reform it. It can be greatly im- 
proved without having to get a constitutional 
amendment or an act of the Legislature. 
There are irresponsible departments at the 
City Hall. There are lax and wasteful 
methods in vogue there. It will take hard 
work and personal exertions, however, to 
remedy these defects, and hard, steady work 
is something to which a reformer of the 
Citizens’ Association stamp will not stoop. 
He will write reports for publication—with his 
name to them. He will pass resolutions. He 
may even preside at a large meeting of in- 
fluential citizens.“ Farther than that he will 
not go. He prefers to leave the dirty work of 
practical reform to others. 
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PROBABLE COMPLEXION OF THE NEXT 
SENATE. 

The United States Senate is made up now 
of forty-six Republicans, thirty-nine Demo- 
crats, two Independents—one of whom, Kyle, 
generally acts with the Democrats, and Sena. 
tor Stewart of Nevada, who may be called a 
Republican on all but financial questions. In 


‘the next Senate the Democrats will be 


strengtheend by their receat gains in New 
York and Wisconsin, so that they will have 
forty-one straight members, The proba- 
bilities are very strong that they will gain one 
in Montana, raising their strength to forty- 
two, or with Kyle forty-three. That is all 
they can count on with certainty. 

it is impossible as yet to tell what Senators 
will be elected from Wyoming, Nebraska, 
Kansas, or Califoraia. On the face of the re- 
turns the Republicans have a majority in the 
Legislature of the first-named State, but it is 
intimated that the opposition, which is in the 
majority in the Lower House, will unseat 
promptly some Republican members and thus 
secure a majority on joint ballot. In Califor- 
nia the balance of power 1s held by a handful 
of Independents, and it is impossible to say 
what they will do. There ig also much uncer- 
tainty as to the outcome in Kansas and Ne- 
braska. On the theory of prcbabilities, Dem- 
ocrats or Independents should be elected from 
at least half of those four doubtful States, in 
which case the Democrats and Independents, 
includmg Stewart, would muster forty-six 
votes, leaving the Republicans forty-two. 

It will be seen therefore that whatever tar- 
iff bill is passed by the next Congress must be 
one which will meet the views of the Inde 
pendents, wh» will hold, most likely, the bal- 
ance of power. Some of them will not be in- 
clined to vote for measures drafted in accord- 
ance with the free trade doctrines of the Dem- 
ocratic platform, but there is no reason to 
doubt that most of them will vote to repeal 
the McKinley law. Should two of them fail to 


do so, leaving but forty-four votes for the re- 
n the ts would have the 


casting vote of the Vice-President to pase it. 
Consequently it will not be necessary for 
the Democrats to postpone their tariff changes 
until they have secured the admission of New 
Mexico and . in the hope of gainmg 
four more and an unquestioned ma- 


has been made that an extra session be called, 
‘but that its labors be confined chiefly to pass- 
ing enabling acts for the two Territories, and 
that an adjournment be then had till Novem- 
ber, when the question of tariff reform could 
be taken up. There is no need of that delay. 
While it is not unlikely that the Independents 
will insist on getting a larger share of the of- 
fices in the gift of the Senate than they would 
if the Democrats were able to organize that 
body without their aid, yet that 1s DO reason 
why the Democrats should postpone action on 
the tariff till next December. Enough of the 
Independents will vote with them to repeal 
the McKinley law next May or June and thus 
carry out the plainly expressed wishes of the 
people. 4 

THE NICARAGUA CANAL CONVENTION, 

The Nicaragua Canal convention, now in 
session in New Orleans, is a notable gathering 
of the commercial men of the country. 
Three hundred and eighty-six delegates, rep- 
resenting twenty-six States, are in attendance. 
The animus of the convention is well known 
and it goes without saying that as the result of 
its deliberations it will call upon Congress to 
do its plain duty by assisting the scheme so 
that it shall be consummated ‘by American 
money and shall be controlled by the Ameri- 
can people. 

The reasons why Congress should take this 
favorable action are both numerous and con- 
vincing. First, the question of inter-oceanic 
communication across the isthmus is no 
longer experimental. Its feasibility has been 
demonstrated by the highest engineering ex- 
perts. Gen. Grant said: I commend an 
American canal on American soil to the 
American people, and congratulate myself 
on the fact that the most careful explorations 
have been started, that the route has ,been 
chosen, and that the project is one which com- 


| mends itself as. affording economical trans- 


portation for traffic. President Harrison has 
taken the same position. President-elect 
Cleveland has committed himself in the fol- 
lowing unmistakable manner: 

The importance of construction of the Nicara- 
guan Canal asa means of promoting commerce 
between our respective States and with foreign 
countries, and also as a contribution by Ameri- 
cans tothe enterprises which advance the inter- 
est of general civilization, command the respect 
of the government and approval and indorsement 
as well. 

Second, In the platforms of the Minneapo- 


lie and Chicago conventions both the old par- 
ties have committed themselves to the project. 
The Republican platform declares tne canal 
‘“‘should be controlled by the United States 
Government.”’ The Democratic platform 
favors its oarly construction and protec tion 
against foreign control.” 

Third. The work already is begun. The 
company has expended $6,000,000 and has to 
show for its expenditures the improvement 
of Greytown harbor, the construction of piers 
and docks, the erection of permanent build- 
ings, the completion of telegraph lines, the 
constriction of twelve miles of railway, the 
proprietorship of the most powerful dredging 
plant in the world, and the opening of nearly 
two miles of the canal. * 

Fourth. Because no substantial difficulties 
stand in the way. The entiré length of the 
canal is 169 miles, of which itis only necessary 
to excavate twenty-six. Lake Nicaragua and 
ad jacent rivers can be utilized for a distance 
of 143 miles. The rise from the ocean to the 
ievelSof Lake Nicaragua can be effected by 
three locks. 

Fifth. It will save materially in the dis- 
tances of shipping routes, as is shown by the 
following statement. The distance from the 
points indicated to the eastern entrance is as 
follows: New York, 2,02l@ miles; Liverpool, 
4,769; Hamburg, 5,219: avre, 4,874; -New 
Orleans, 1,308. To the western entrance, from 
San Francisco, 2,776 miles; Valparaiso, 2,518; 
Callao, 1,581; Portiand, Ore., 3,219; Victoria, 
B. C., 3,428; Sitka, 4,019. 

Sixth. It will greatly develop the business 
of the country, particularly that of the gulf 
ports and California, and will enhance the in- 
terests of American commerce. The control 
of that traffic must be in American, not in 
French, hands, and, more important still, it 
will be in accordance with the American 
policy of protecting every part cf American 
territory from foreign interference or aggres- 
sion. There should be no question as to the 
ownership of the Nicaragua Canal. 

Lastly. The time is ripe for the pushing of 
this great work to completion. Even had the 
Panama Canal been a success it would have 
been none the less the duty of Congress to aid 
the company by guaranteeing its bonds. But 
the Panama Canal is nowin irretrievable 
ruin. Now is the time, therefore, to push the 
Nicaragua Canal forward to completion at 
the earliest possible time and for govern- 
ment to take control of it. As the President- 
elect: and the convention which nominated 
him have alike declared in its favor there 
ought to be no doubt of the prompt action of 
Congress. 


THE MEDDLESOME WALKING DELEGATE. 

The contractors on the drainage channel 
are working their men ten hours a day, paying 
them per hour certam wages, which are 
satisfactory to the men as far as is known. 
The Sanitary District law provides that 
“eight hours shall be a day’s work 
for labor done in connection with the 
excavation of the channel, d the con- 
tracts entered into contain a stipulation 
to the same effect. Where the contractors 
are employing men by the day they are, as 
far as is known, working them for only eight 
hours. Where they are employing them by 
the hour and paying them by the hour the 
men can step off at the end of the eighth hour 
if they choose or they can labor for two hours 
more. It is optional with them. 

These facts have come to the knowledge of 
the vigilant walking delegates, who are afraid 
that men may hurt theemselves by overexer- 
tion, and who are grieved when they see any 
one, no matter how strong he may bé, work- 
ing more than eight hours, even if he does get 
33 percent more wages daily by so doing. 
Therefore, they applied to the drainage trust- 
ees to order the contractors not to allow 
their employés to work more than eight hours 
a day even if they want to, thus cutting down 
their wages a quarter. 

The board declined very sensibly to inter- 
fere. It has no legal power to do so and if it 
had it would be wrong for it to exert it. 
Therefore all that is left for the walking dele- 
gates to do is to go to the men who are acat- 
tered along the line of the drainage channel 
and ask them to cease setting such an exam- 
ple of pernicious activity to the workingmen 
of Chicago. ‘Insist on working only eight 
hours,” say the walkmg delegates. ‘“ We 
need work no more now, reply the excavat- 
ors, but we do not want to lose two hours’ 
pay. Then demand ten hours’ pay for 
eight hours’ work,” say the delegates. “ If 
we do we will not get it, and if we strike there 
are thousands of others ready to take our 
places at present rates. 

The walking delegates ought to understand 
that there is no law on the statute book which 
prevents a man working nine, ten, or any 
other number of hours per day if he can find 
any one who is willing to hire him for that 
number of hours, The right of an IIlinoisan 
to sell his services for as many hours as he 
pleases has not yet been taken from him. - If 
the walking delegates want restrictive legis- 
lation of that kind they must apply to the 


Legislature and Mr, Altgeld for it, Perhaps a 
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law making it d crime for à man to work 


more than eight hours per day would meet 


their wishes. But in order not to excite false 
hopes in the breasts of these individuals who 
are opposed to men working as long as they 
want to it is right to state that were such a 
law. passed the Supreme Court would set it 
aside in short order. 


Taxes of the ten petitions lodged by Lib. 
erals against the return of Tory candidates at 
the general election in Great Britain last July 
have been disposed of thus far. In two of the 
three cases the Tories have been unseated, In 
the third case the Tory member, A. J. Balfour, 
escaped on a technicality. Treating and cor- 
rupt ‘practices were proved to have been re- 
sorted to in East Manchester, but neither Mr. 
Balfour nor his agents coald be connected 
therewith. In the other two cases, at Walsall 
and at Hexham, bribery, corruption, and treat- 
ing have been fully proved, and the two Tory 
members lose their seats. In both cases the 
candidates appear to have turned over the 
management of the election to the Brewers’ 
Association and the Licensed Victualers’ 
(saloonkeepers) organization. The Liberal 
candidates for both places, who were also the 
members for the constituencies, were washed 
out by a flood of beer,” as one of them ex- 
pressed it. Money was freely used also, The 
evidence produced in the hearing of the case 
proved conclusively all that has been charged 
against the Tory management and the sur- 
render of the party to the liquor dealers, It 
is probable that the developments will lead to 
the appointment of a royal commission to in- 
quire into the methods pursued at the general 
election with a view to the amendment of the 
law againat corrupt practices. An immediate 
result of the petitions is the probable increase 
of the Gladstonian majority. There is little 
doubt that Liberals will be chosen to take the 
places of the unseated Tories in Walsall and 
in Hexham. Both constituencies hitherto have 
been regarded as Liberal strongholds. The 
chances for unseating other Tories are good 
also. There are eight other petitions to be 
tried. Only one of these is against the return 
of a Liberal, and that is based on technical 
grounds. Of the other petitions six are 
against Tories and one against a Unionist 
Liberal. It may be that as a result of those 
petitions and the elections which are to follow 
Mr. Gladstone may be enabled to meet Par- 
liament with a considerably increased ma- 
jority. 


Ir is stated that Mr. William C. Whitney 
has a plan for freeing the Democrats trom the 
immediate consideration of the tariff ques- 
tion, which, it is alleged, meets with the ap- 
proval of Mr. Cleveland. This plan is that 
the Congress which is to meet next week shail 
pass a Joint resolution authorizing the next 
President to select a commission made up of 
business-men whose duty it shall be to take 
testimony during the summer in all parts of 
the country regarding the needs of the busi- 
ness interests, aud the probable effect of a 
heavy cut of the present tariff duties. The 
report of the commission submitted to the 
next Congress would furnish it with informa- 
tion which would enable it to prepare a tariff 
law. f 

No Republican in‘the Senate or House 
should lend himself to such a scheme, nor 
will any honest Democrat vote for sucha 
commission. The people have said what they 
want done, and it is the duty of the Democrat- 
ic party, in powerin the next Congress, to 
carry out their orders promptly. The needs 
of the business interests ought not to be in- 
quired into, for the people have said that they 
do not care what those needs are; that they 
want cheaper foreign goods. The voters 
have said that they want duties reduced no 
matter what the consequences may be, There- 
fore itis a mere disobedience of orders to 
waste time trying to find vut in advance what 
the consequences will be, If the commission 
reports that they will be destructive the pro- 
tected workingmen will not believe the report, 
and will say that the men who make it are mo- 
nopolists. The work of a commission will be 
value less no matter what its report may be, and 
the plan to get one up is a cowardly dodge 
which should not be allowed to succedd. It 
cannot succeed this winter without Republic- 
an aid, which must not be given. The Demo- 
crats have made their pledges. If they break 
them it must be done without Republican as- 
sistance, 


Aaatn the Chicago University is “in luck,“ 
and this time it is twins, if not triplets. It 
receives a gift of about half a million dollars 
from the estate of the late William B. Ogden, 
the first Mayor of this city and for many years 
a most prominent citizen, who left an estate 
now valued at about $10,000,000. Another 
quarter of a million 1s falling to it from the 
estate of the late Diamond Jo” Reynolds, 
the father of grain transportation on the Up- 
per Mississippi and its acknowledged head 
during the several years that it flourished be- 
fore cut down by railroad competition. Then 
the Academy of Sciences may nc‘ have for- 
mally resolved to cast in its lot with the uni- 
versity, but will probably do so, placing its 
valuable collection of specimens and its li- 


brary with the throng of liberal donations that 


is so gratifying to all friends of higher educa- 
tion and in marked contrast to the dire pov- 
erty under which the old university struggled 
during the thirty-one years of its precarious 
existence. The academy collection will prob- 
ably form an important part of the Walker 
Museum, for the ereetion of which George C. 
Walker, one of the oldest trustees of the 


academy, has given $100,000. The Ogden be- 


quest will help to swell the endowment fund 
for the Ogden Scientific School, and the Reyn- 
olds legacy will doubtless be well used, 
though in what way is not yet defined. Thus 
big items of pecuniary support are flocking to 
the university as doves to their windows,“ 
and the end is not yet. It has become popu- 
lar to help swell the fund of the institution, 
and probably it would require a pretty com- 
prehensive guess to decide wherethe stream 
of donations will stop. Truly the prospect is 
a brilliant one, and with each successive gift 
its friends may well exclaim, ‘* More light, 
and light it grows! 


It is reported on what seems to be good 
authority that the committee of the Interna- 
tional Monetary conference that was ap 
pointed to consider the proposals made by 
Alfred de Rothschild has voted not to recom- 
mend them to the conference. But it is added 
that this does not necessarily mean a defeat 
of bimetallism. On the contrary, the com- 
mittee will proceed to consider a combination 
of the Rothschild plan with that of the late 
Dr. Soetbeer, with the modifications proposed 
on behalf of the Latin Union. Yet it is said 
there is a growing feeling that any such 
scheme would be found impracticable, that it 
would only prolong the artificial support of 
silver, and leave the situation at the end of 
whatever time may be agreed upon in far 
worse plight than nuw. On the other hand, it 
is said many members of the conference 
agree in the idea that something ought to be 
dope, and perhaps a majority think must be 
done in order to prevent a crisis arising out 
of the unscientific way in which the problem 
has been handled in recent years.

VALUABLE MANUSCRIPTS FORGED. 


Alleged Poems by Burns Found to Have 
Been Published in His Boyhood. 

Lonpon, Dec. 1.—Considerable of a sensa- 
tion has been created in the literary world by 
the discovery at Edinburg of a system of 
wholesale forgery of autograph, literary, and 
historic documents. The discovery was due 
to the publication of an alleged manuscript 
poem by Burns. This poem was found to be a 
reprint from a fugitive magazine of poetry that 
appeared when Burns was only 7 years old. 
A number of antiquarian, booksellers of the 
highest repute have unconsciously circulated 
the forgeries, which include a parchment copy 
of The Solemn League and Covenant,“ 
which, if genuine, would be of untold value, 
letters purporting to have been written by 
Burns, Scott, Thackeray, Burke, Cromwell, 
Carlyle, and Mary Queen of Scots. There is 
reason to suspect that the collection of manu- 
scripts of Burns’ poems presented in 1890 to 
the City of Edinburg by Mr. Kennedy, the 
New York banker, are not genuine. 

Why Patrick Fullam Was Unseated. 

The decision of the court unseating Patrick 
Fullam (Anti-Parneliite), who was elected to 
represent the South Division of Meath in the 
Commons, was based entirely upon the in- 
timidation exercised by the priesthood. In 
delivering the decision Mr. Justice O’Brien 
said the whole organization of the Catholic 
church was thrown into the electoral contest.

He Denounces the German Congress for Its 
Position on this Question and Condemns 
the Principle of Cahenslyism—No Jus- 
tice for a Priest Except by an Appeal to 
Rome—Senate Immigration Committee 

Adjourns Without Action—New York 

News. 

New York, Dec. 1.—The Rev. Father Pat- 
rick Corrigan of Hoboken announces in an 
open letter to theeditor of the Freeman’s Jour- 
nal tonight that he has been summoned by 
Bishop Wigger of Newbufg to stand trial 
for letters written by Father Corrigan in 
opposition to the anti-American spirit of the 
late German Catholic Congress held in New- 
ark and its attack upon the public schools,” 
In the course of his statement the father con- 


tinues: 

I opposed two things: (1) The attempt to Ger- 
manize America by means of the church; and (2) 
the denunciation of the public schools as abomi - 
nations.” My criticism was substantially that 
which appeared in the editorials of some of the 
great dailies, one of which concluded a leading 
article in these words: What we are justified in 
saying is, they who took 1 in those procead- 
ings are baa citizens, oy dangerous propor- 
tion as they are powerful.“ 

This certainly included Archbishop Corrigan 
and Bishop Wigger, and no objection or attempt 
at refatation was made by either, although it ap- 
peared fully a month before my letters. 

1 criticised the congress asa body. The con- 
gress insulted American intelligence 1 
cing the public schools -the most cherished insti- 
tution of the land—as “abominations.” It in- 
sulted the American church by denounct 
of our most distinguished prelates. I did not 
speak of Bishop Wigger in. his capacity 
as Bishop of the Diocese, but simply as 
a member of that German congress over 
which he presides every year outside of his 
own diocese to the great mortification of his own 
English-speaking flock. My opposition to Cahens- 
lyism meets the approbation of Americans gen- 
erally, judgi from the unanimity of the press, 
daily and weekly, without distinction as to poli- 
tics or religion. : 

Archbishop Corrigan and Bishop Wigger were 
not on speaking terms for years ti 
untied them against Archbishop Ireland and 
Cardinal Gibbons. 

‘rhe prelate then recites the history of his 
dealings with Bishop Wigger at length, and 
concludes as follows:

Immigration Committee Adjourns Without 
Taking Action—Views on Cholera. 

New York, Dec. 1.—[Special. |}—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Immigration met this morning and ad- 
journed sine die without deciding definitely upon 
a method for warding off Asiatic cholera next 
svring. They will report on the matter during 
the first week of Congress. Dr. Edson produced 
a colony of cholera microbes in a coating of gela- 
tine between two thin platesof glass. Through a 
microscope, one after the other, each Senatorial 
eye was glued to the aperature. Dr. Edson was 
of the opinion that the total suspension of immi. 
gration would certainly do much to keep cbolera 
at bay. Thegreatest danger lay in personal un- 
cleanliness of the immigrants and their infected 
clothing. Most of the other physicians agreed 
with Dr. Edson's views. After the meeting Sena- 
tor Hiscock said that he did not know how the 
committee stood on the matter and that nobody 
would know before their meeting in Washington. 
Most of the physicians present during the meet- 
ing regarded it as certain that cholera would 
knock at our doors in the spring.

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 1.—Elisha Morse, 
a wealthy real estate and loan braker of Min- 
neapolis, who makes his winter home in San 
Francisco, has received information that his 
son, George, has forged his name to notes 
amounting to over $60,000. Mr. Morse was 
notified by a friend living in Minneapolis that 
he held his note for a considerable amount, 
and that other notes were being negotiated. 
Morse immediately telegraphed that the notes 
were forgeries, and was greatly shocked when 
he learned they had been issued by his own 
son. He saysif his son has done wrong, he 
will have to suffer the penalty. 


CALIFORNIA ELECTORAL VOTE DIVIDED. 


Democrats Have a Plurality of 271 on 
the Unofficial Count—Results Vary. 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 1.—The canvass of 
the official returns of the vote for Harrison and 
Cleveland hasbeen completed in San Francisco 
and the result shows the largest vote cast for a 
Republican Presidential Elector is 4,416, 
as against 31,012 for the highest Demo- 
cratic Elector, The Democratic Elect- 
or receiving the smallest number of 
votes has a plurality over the highest Republican 
Elector of 3,504.

National Commission, 

Everything in connection with the Fire De 
partment service was yesterday turned over 
to Marshal E. W. Murphy of the Chicago Fire 
Department. Marshal Murphy, or, more prop- 
erly, Chief Murphy, was at Jackson Park yes- 
terday morning at 8 o’clock, and at that hour 
he became the Commander-in-Chief of the 
fire fighting forces in the Exposition grounds. 
Mr. Murphy and Inspector Speed of the fire 
service at Jackson Park spent the day in look- 
mg over the grounds and inspecting the ap- 
paratus available in case of a blase among 
the big buildings. 

It was too early yesterday for the new Chief 
to speak at length upon such changes, if any, 
as he might desire to make in the per- 
sonnel of the World's Fair hire Department. 
“All I care to do, said he, “is to secure 
efficient service. I have been sent here for 
that purpose, and shall endeavor to carry out 
the wishes of Marshal Swenie in this particu- 
lar.“ 

In order to provide adequate protection for 


the Exposition a new battalion was yesterday 


created by Marshal Swenie. It will be known 
as the Fourteenth Battalion and be under the 
direction of Chief Murphy. Mr. Murphy en- 
tered the city service in 1874. From an ordi- 
nary fireman he was promoted in 1885 to the 
rank of Chief of a battalion. Until yesterday 
he was at the head of the Twelfth Battalion, 
with headquarters in Hyde Park. But pre- 
vious to that time Chief Murphy had charge 
of the fire apparatus in the manufacturing dis- 
trict of Chicago, probably the most important 
1 could be given. 

his new position Chief Murphy will have 
charge of all the great buildings in the 
White City.“ The structures themselves 
will cost $10,000,000 and the exhibits which are 
to be placed in them it is expected will reach at 
least $300,000,000. Altogether the Chief of 
Battalion Fourteen will have one of the most 
im 11 charges in the city service. He 
will have full sway, too, for Director of Works 
Burnham said yesterday: 
„ 80 far asIam concerned Mr. Murphy 
must assume all the obligations for fire pro- 
tection within the park. I intend to place no 
restrictions before him. When he omes 
Fire Marshal here he must take all the re- 
sponsibility, and I will furnish him all the 
moral and financial assistance that lies within 
my power.“ 

Chief Murphy was not inclined to discuss 
yesterday his policy with reference to man- 
or the various engines. S0 far as I know, 
said he, the present members of the Colum- 
bian Guard will be retained. It will take me 
some time to become thoroughly familiar with 
the men, apparatus, and necessities for fire 
protection here.”’ 

Inspector Speed will be retained for at least 
several weeks, until he has imparted his in- 
forination to Mr. Murphy. While there is a 
prejucice in the city service against the al- 
leged amateur firemen at the Exposition 
grounds, it is believed that Mr. Speed will be 
recognized as a valuable assistant and re- 
tained in an honorable capacity by Chief 
Murphy. 


ESTIMATES FOR THE EXPENSES. 


Amounts Required for the National Com- 
mission and Its Officers, 

President T. W. Palmer of the National 
Commission completed yesterday the esti- 
mates for the expenses of the National Com- 
mission and its officers, which he will shortly 
transmit to Secretary Foster of the Treasury 
Department. President Palmer has been 
aided in fixing up the amounts required by 
Commissioner Massey and Director-General 
Davis. As a result he will ask for more money 
than has heretofore been granted to the com. 
mission. 

In the first place President Palmer desires 
that the deficit of $22,700 incurred last year be 
provided for from the Deficiency bill at the 
next session of Congress. That out of the 
way, he will ask for $148,185 to meet the wants 
oa commission from July, 1892, to July 1, 
1893. 

In this estimate is included $30,000 for the 
two meetings of the National Commission, 
next year. , 

For the Council of Administration $12,000 is 
asked, being the amount of the salaries of 
Commissioners Massey and St. Clair, the two 
mem bers of the Council of Administration. 

For the Director-General’s office $42,000 is 
required. Of this amount $8,000 is salary for 
Col. Davis and $5,000 for incidental expenses 
in connection with his duties. The remaining 
$29,000 is for payment of services of thirteen 
em ployés. ° 

For Fresident Palmer's office $7,280 is 
asked. Of this amouat $3,000 is for a private 
secretary and the remainder for a messenger, 
stationery, and expenses connected with the 
entertainment of distinguished people. 

Secretary Dickinson asked for $14,080. 
This will include his own salary of $5,000 per 
aunum and the remainder will be for six em- 
ployés, stationery, etc. 

For meeting of the Board of Control and 
other committees $25,000 will be required, as 
estimated by President Palmer. 

Last, and in order to windup World’s Fair 
business, an appropriatior. of $15,000 is asked 
to cover the expenses of a special meeting of 
the commission.

PENNSYLVANIA’S COMMISSION, 


Everything Progressing Finely and Numer- 
ous Applications for Space Filed. 

Harrispura, Pa., Dec. 1.—[Special. ]—The

port of Executive Commissioner Farquhar, 
who says that the work isin good condition 
all along the line except progresson the State 
building. There are now on file 1,088 appli- 
cations for space from Pennsylvania exhibit- 
ers. The cost of building, furnishing, and 
maintaining the State building during the con- 
tinuance of the Exposition will be $133,000, 
This building will be presented to the Chicago 
authorities at the close of the Exposition. The 
estimate of expenses for transportation has been 
much reduced owing to the liberality of the 
railroads... The work of the Manufacturers’ 
committee is practically finished, with more 
applications for space than the Chicago au- 
thorities can possibly accommodate. Women’s 
work is an uncertain quantity as yet, as a sat- 
is factory exhibit cannot be made unless room 
can be secured to make it collective. Mr. 
Farquhar thinks that the State can make a 
creditable exhibit on the $100,000 appropriated 
to collecting, transporting, and installing the 
work of the various departments.

Louis E. Reber, in charge of the 
collection of mine and oil exhibits, 
said that the large oil and coal companies and 
individual operators would be fuily repre- 
sented. taking up all the room that could be 
given them.

BUCK OLSEN OR WHEATON IS HANGED. 


He Is Identified Before Going to the Scaf- 
fold as the Chicago Crook. +

It is now be- 
lieved he has deceived everybody as to his 
name. Ex-Inspector of Police Hascom of 
Boston, now a detective, arrived here last 
night and saw Buck.“ He declared Buck 
to be the notorious “ Buck Wheaton of Chi- 
cago, and that he was beyond question a pro- 
fessional burgjaz 

Moncron, N. B., Dec. 1.—The following is 
the story of the crime for which “ Buck 
Olsen was hanged today: While the police 
were attempting to arrest two supposed burg- 
lars Aug. 1 Policeman J. E. Steadman was 
shot dead. Two suspicious characters were 
noticed around town on the afternoon of that 
day, and Marshal Foster learning that they 
were at the Donnelly House went there, with 
four men, to make the arrést. Steadman was 
stationed at the back door. Marshal Fos- 
ter entered the house. The two burg- 
lars immediately made 11 dasn 
for the back door, met Steadman 
and began firing. The other officers found 
Steadman in a struggle with one of the 
burglars. He had been shot, but managed to 
hold his man until help arrived. Steadman 
died five minutes later. The burglar arrested 
was shot in the leg. The jury found a ver- 
dict of willful murder against the prisoner, 
who said he was a Norwegian sailor and that 
his name was Buck Olsen. He pleaded 
not guilty to the charge of murder, and said 
it was the other man who had shot Stead- 
man. 

The second burglar, who is known only as 
„Jim,“ was captured near here. “Jim”’ 
came to trial immediately and was found 
guilty and senteaced to twenty years’ impris- 
onment. Jim“ confessed later that it was 
he who did the shooting, and this was made 
the basis of a petition, but to this the Execu- 
tive turned a deaf ear. 


REVENUE COLLECTIONS IN ILLINOIS. 


Nearly One-Fourth of the Aggregate Sum 
in the Nation Came from This State, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 1.—[Special. |— 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue Mason in 
his annual report to Congress makes the fol- 
lowing statement of collections made in the 
four ‘revenue districts of Illinois during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1892: 

First District, aggregate collections, $10,883,- 
986.71; Fifth, $20,828.247.36; Eiguth. 34.575, 182.50, 
and Thirteenth, $607,921.58, making a total for the 
State of $36,795,338. 24. } 

Agtregate collections of the United States dur- 
ing the same period were $153,857,544.45, from 
which it appears that IIlinois contributed nearly 
one-fourth of the entire sum derived from 
internal revenue taxes. In the four dis- 
tricts of Illinois there were used in 246 fact- 
ories during the year ending Dec. 31, 1891, 
4.861.607 — of tobacco for cigars and 11.022 
pounds for cigarettes, the manufactures being 254,- 
355,055 cigars and 3,315,050 cigarettes. Illinois be- 
ing third, behind Pennsylvania and New York re- 
spectively. lug tobacco manufactured during 
the same period aggregated 1,132,277 pounds, fine 
cut tobacco 1,493,950 pounds, smoking tobacco 
6,898,870 pounds, and snuff 205,553 pounds; a total 
of 9,735,680 pounds. 

There were forty-two distilleries registered in 
Illinois during the fiscal year ending June 90, 
1592, of which thirty-eight were operated, the 
number of gallons rectified being 6,759.174.36; of 
this quantity there were rectified in the First Dis- 
trict 4.960,309.23 gallons; Fifth,  1,685,065.81; 
Eighth, 82,439.76; and Thirteenth 31,359.56 gallons. 
From July 1, 1891, to June 30, 1892) there were pro- 
daced 31,122,503 pounds of oleomargarine in IIli- 
nois, the total production of the United States 
being 48,364,155 pounds.

ments Next Season—Slight Changes in 
the Democratic Political Program. 


While the Democratic County Commission- 
ers are holding caucuses daily to determine on 
some of the men who will draw salaries from 
the public during the coming year, they can- 
not give much attention to the fiscal condition 
of the county, the necessary improvements, 
the absolutely needed additions to the county 
institutions, and other inatters of importance. 
County Controller Dan Healy, however, has 
been giving those important subjects much 
thought. He fears that unless the Commis- 
sioners are more provident than their talk 
leads him to infer there will be little done in 
the way of improvements next year. 

The tax levy for the next year must be 
smaller than for this year. The equalized 
valuation is less than last year. The total 1s 
270, 000, 000. Under the & per cent limita- 
tion this will yield only $2,030,000, or about 
$70,000 less than last year. But the demands 
on the county will be increased in some direc- 
tions. There are to be two more Judges. 
This means additional bailiffs, minute clerks, 
etc. The county officers will all insist on an 
increased pay-roll, and the County Board and 
the Cireuit Court may be willing to aid them. 
At the present time the earning of the 
County T'reasurer’s office is $85,000 over the 
expenses, the Recorder’s office brings in a 
net annual income of $45,000, and the County 
Clerk’s office is about self-sustaining. The 
Probate Clerk’s office earns a net income of 
about $20,000. If the salaries of Judges and 
bailiffs are to be taken out ot the earnings of 
the Circuit and Superior Court Clerks’ offices 
there will be a deficit. Taking into account 
the expenses of the Criminal Court, jurors’ 
fees, Judges’ salaries, etc., the earnings of the 
various ottices will fall short of meeting them 
about $150,000, 

Already there is much talk of increasing 
court fees by law in order to meet this deficit 
at least. It is believed that such an increase 
would have a good effect in dis- 
couraging litigation. The cheap lawyers 
of the General Assembly will ht 
against it, of course, but that 
should not discourage those who have started 
in the inovement, If the fees of the offices 
are made to equal the expenditures together 
with the salaries of Judges, bailiffs, the cost 
of jury service, etc., the county will have 
$2,000,000 to maintain the county institutions, 
the County Agent’s office, and to provide for 
necessary improvements, If this arrangement 
can be orought about $500,000 can be set aside 
next year for county improvements. 

This year $400,000 has been appropriated 
for this purpose. That has paid for addi- 
tional wing at the * Hospital and the 
new morgue. Enough is left to pay for the 
erection of the new Criminal Court Building. 
This structure, which it was promised would 
be under roof Dec. 10, and finished the Ist of 
next May, will not be under roof until about 
the Ist of June next and will not be finished 
until about next November. 

In the meantime there is hardly sufficient 
court room. Judge Goggin will haveto use 
the County Board rooms for a court, and can 
only hold half day sessions on the days when 
the County Board meets. The Recorder has 
not sufficient room for work pow. He will 
want much additional space, and the plan of 
taking out the unsightly steps on the Clark 
street front is again revived. Other altera- 
tions are required and the prospect of an ad- 
ditional story will be debated. The new 
building will have to be furnished and that 
will cust much. 

Chairman Hopkins of the Democratic com- 
mittee has been giving some attention to 
those matters. He realizes that if the Demo- 
cratic Commissioners do not pursue the policy 
of improvement which the Republican Com- 
missioners begun he will suffer. He has 
spoken to this effect to the new Democratic 
Commissioners, but they are so taken up with 
office brokering that they have paid little heed 
to what he has had to say in this respect. But

Mr. Gunther’s recent find 
contains quite anumber of them, an exam ple 
of them being the printed instructions issued 
by England in 1776 to the commander of its 
war vessels for the seizure of ships belong- 
mg to rebellious colonies. Another relic, 
written at the close of the Revolutionary War, 
isan amusing autograph letter of Thomas 
Jefferson to his little granddaughter, Polly. 
Two long and interesting autograph docu- 
ments by Robert Fulton, the inventor of the 
steamboat, are dated 1804, without any month. 
One of these is nothing less than Fulton’s ap- 

lication and specifications for a patent for 

invention. The other is a paper 
he e of the A ew 
Steamship Company, ates to an effo 
to propel ships by a pendulum swung to and 
fro. hat killed the enterprise was that the 
boats would need considerable coal, the pur- 
chase of which would make coal very dear in 
Albany. 

Belonging to the same period are the three 
manuscript indictments by the grand jury of 
Bergen, N. J., growing out of the celebrated 
duel between Aaron Burr and Alexander Hain- 
ilton at Weehawken in 1804, in which Hamil- 
ton was killed. One is ainst Burr, one 
against Van Ness, who bore challenge, and 
one against A. and Nathaniel Pendleton, the 
seconds of Hamilton. The indictments are 
written throughout in the tedious legal phrase- 
ology of the day, and the paper is yellow and 
brittle with age. It would probably be impos- 
sible to find three more affecting reminders of 
the cruelty of the code. 

Mr. Gunther’s collection, however, relates 
chiefly to the War of the Rebeilion, in relation 
to which it contains some interesting articles. 
He has the pistol and other property of John 
Brown, the forerunner of the war. He has a 
long letter from Gen. Grant's father to Attor- 
ney-General Bates of Lincoln’s Cabinet, en- 
treating him to accept the services of his son 
in the army with any rank above that of 
Captain. He has a long letter written by J. 
Ericsson to John H. Ketcham in 1861, describ- 
ing a trial trip of his Monitor and expressing 
unbounded gratification at the behavior of his 
steering apparatus, which, he said, some 
wiseacres predicted would never work. 
He has the powder-stained and shot-riddied 
flag that waved over the Merrimac in the 
naval engagement in Hampton Roads. He 
has the log-books entire of the war- 
ship Shenandoah and the privateer 
Florida. He Gen. Sheridan’s book 
of orders, containing a duplicate of every 
order he issued for six months after he en- 
tered Kentucky. All of these orders, though 
written in the book by his staff, are signed in 
his own handwriting. Finally he has the flag 
in which President Lincoln’s body was 
wrapped when it was removed from the 
house 1n which he died to the White House. 

Mr. Gunther has also brought back with 
him some documents that are’ interesting, 
even of later date. One of them is the note, 
written in pencil and signed in ink, by Presi- 
dent Grant in 1869 to O. P. Morton at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel in New York refusing 
the aid of the government in allaying the 
panic iu Wall street. Then comes a brief 
note from President Hayes, under date of 
June 8, 1880, addressed to James A. Garfield 
in Chicago, congratulating him on bis nomi- 
nation for Preeident of ‘the United States. 
Another brief document runs as follows: 

ExecuTivE Mansion, June 6, 1834.—To the 
Hon. James G. Blaine, Augusta, Me.: As the can- 
didate of the Republican party you will have my 
earnest support.

DEATH OF EX-GOV. HENRY W. HOYT. 


Pennsylvania’s Former Executive Expires 
of Bright’s Disease at Wilkesbarre. 

Wirxesparre, Pa., Dec. 1.—Ex-Gov. Henry 
W. Hoyt died at 2 o’clock this morning at his 
home in this city after a lingering illness of 
Bright’s disease. Gov. Hoyt was born in 
Kingston, Pa., m June, 1830. He graduated 
from Williams College in 1849, and after 
teaching school several years studied law. He 
helped to organize the Fifty-second Pennsyl- 


vania regiment in 1861, and was made Lieu- 


tenant-Colonei, In 1863 he led a night attack 
on Fort Jackson, at Morris Island, which he 
captured, but was unable to hold because his 
supports failed, He was made a prisoner. On 
being exchanged he returned to the army and 
served until the end of the war, being mus- 
tered out with the rank of Brigadier-General. 
He was elected Governor of his native State 
in 1878, serving until 1883. Under his adm in- 
istration the State debt was reduced to $10,000,- 
000 and funded at 3 per cent. 


Gen, Joseph H. Potter, Retired. 

Cotvumsvs, O., Dec. 1.—[{Special.}—Gen. Joseph 
H. Potter, U. S. A., died at Columbus today. 
Gen. Potter was born at Concord, N. H., Oct. 12, 
1822. Graduated at West Point Military Academy 
July 1. 1843: brevetted First Lieutenant in 1846 
for gallant and meritorious services in the battle 
of Monterey, Mexico; Capt&in of Seventh In- 
fantry 1856; was made Colonel of the Twelfth 
New Hampshire Volunteers September, 1862: 
brevetted Brigadier-General U.S. A., 1865: was 
commissioned Colonel Twenty-fourth United 
States Infantry in 1877, and appointed Governor 
of the Soldiers’ Home at Washington by Presi- 
dent Hayes. During President Cleveland’s ad- 
ministration he was commissioned Brigadier- 
General, U. S. A., and placed in command of the 
Department of the Missouri, with headquarters 
at Fort Leavenworth. He was placed on the re- 
tired list in 1886. Since then he had resided at 
his old home at Concord, N. H., and latterly at 
Columbus.

T. Howard, one of the oldest persons of the Town 
of Wauwatosa, died at his home today at the age 
of 8.

MAUD S. GETS AN IMPROVED SULKY. 


The Machine Is a Bike Which Will Run 
Without Horse Motion, 

New York. Dec. 1.—[{Special.}—Robert Bonner, 
owner of Maud S., had delivered at his farm in 
Tarrytown today a pneumatic sulky which the in- 
ventor claims is two seconds faster than any sulky 
ever built. It was built in Massachusetts and the 
inventor, Mr. Elliott, was present at the farm when 
the bike arrived, expecting to see Mr. Bon- 
ner give itatrial. The fail of rain and snow and 
the cold weather, however, rendered Mr. Bonner’s 
private track totally unfit for use, so the trial had 
to be postponed indefinitely. The sulky weighs 
forty-six pounds. The most noticeable culiar- 
ity about it is the jointed shaft which does 
away with what is professionally known as 
„horse motion.“ 

This, it is claimed, is a most valuable innova- 
tion. The wheels are of hickory, and for that rea- 
son the outfit weighs several pounds more than it 
would if steel wire had been used in their con- 
struction. Mr. Bonner in conversation today said 
Maud 8. wasin superb condition. He jogs her 
himself every day when the weather is suitable. 
When the right time comes he will let her show 
her speed aided by the improved bicycle sulky.

DEBATE ON THE ANTI-OPTION BILL. 


It Will Probably Be Resumed Monday, but 
Perhaps Not Until Wednesday. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 1.—[Special.]— 
Enemies of the Anti-Option bill are in town 
and have begun their fight in advance of the 
arrival of Senator Washburn aud Congress- 
man Hatch. Today they claim that even 
could a vote be secured on the Anti-Option 
bill it would be defeated in the Senate. This 
assertion is based upon the fact that the con- 
stituents of many of the Southern Senators 
who heretofere favored the bill have changed 
their minds, owing to the raise in the price of 
cotton recently, and that they now have 
no interest whatever in the pussage of legisla- 
lation of this kind. Without the support of 
the Southern contingent it will be impossible 
for Senator Washburn to get the Ant Option 
bill through, Supposition is general that in 
the event President Harrison's m 
is not submitted to Congress next 
Monday at the opening hour the Anti- 
Option bill will be taken up and the 
debate postponed at the last session con- 
tinued, There isa possibility that the Senate 
may decide, however, not to do business uatil 
the President’s message has been submitted. 
Owing to the fact that President Harrison has 
indicated that he would probably have his 
message ready to go to Congress Tuesday, 
the Anti-Option bill will not get the right of 
way until Wednesday. From that time on 
this measure will be the conspicuous feature 
of the opening days of the last session of the 
Fifty-second Congress. The Savannah, Ga., 
Cotton Exchange has memorialized United 
States Senators Gordon and Colquitt to the 
effect that the Hatch-Washburn Anti-Option 
bill, if passed, would be a very great injury to 
the agricultural and commercial industries of 
the country by prohibiting a convenient and 
necessary method of dealing in futures. The 
rise in the value of cotton is held to prove be- 
yond controversy that the laws of supply and 
demand regulate values, and that exchanges 
do not depress prices as claimed.

WYATT IS CAPTURED. 


ONE OF THE DALTON GANG Is TAKEN 
IN INDIANA, 
— 

He Is Found at the Home of His Uncle at 
5:40 in the Morning and Compelled to 
Throw Up His Hauds— 4 Reward of 
$1,200 for His Capture Offered in Kan- 
sas—Milwaukee’s Bank Capital Increased 
$1,400,000—Piatte River Canal in Ne- 
braska Assured, 


Terre Havre, Ind., Dec. 1.—({Special.]— 


A Western desverado named Ellsworth Wyatt 
was arrested at an early hour thw morning at 
Cory, a small town south of this city. The 
arrest was made by Capt. Hyland, Sergt. Mc. 
Rea, Patrolmen Smith and Welch, Sheriff 
Stout, and Sheriff Hixon, the latter of Okla- 
homa, The prisonfr is wanted in Kansas for 
murder, and there is & standing reward of 
$1,200 for his arrest. He 1s also wanted in Okla- 
homa to answer to nine different indictments, 
About midnight the officers drove to Cory and 
at 5:40 o’clock surrounded the McGriff resi- 
dence. Leaving other officers to watch on the 
outside, Smith and McRae entered. Wyatt 
and Squire McGriff’s son were sitting down at 
the time. Upon perceiving the officers Wyatt 
jumped to his fect and drew his pistol, Smith, 
who was in advance, immediately leveled a 
shotgun at Wyatt, at the same time com- 
manding him to lower his weapon and throw 
up his hands. Sergt. McRea drew his revolver 
and the desperado, realizing that resistance 
was useless, complied with the request and 
was handcuffed. Shortly after the capture 
was effected Mrs. McGriff, aunt of the pris- 
oner, made her appearance and upbraided 
her nephew for allowing himself to be taken, 
Last July Constable Balfour of Greensburg, 
Kas., undertook to serve a warrant on him 
for theft. The desperado drew his pistol and 
shot the constable, killing him instantly. He 
then stole a team of horses and made his es- 
cape, A reward of $1,200 was offered for his 
capture. After committing this crime the 
murderer made his way to his father’s house 
in Logan County, Ok. He was one of the 
famous Dalton gang, but it is said was not 
implicated in the recent bank robbery. He is 
about 24 years old. If the Kansas authorities 
are willing to pay the reward of $1,200 the pris- 
oner will be delivered to them; if not, he will 
be taken to Oklahoma and tried there. Officers 
say Wyatt is the man who led the attack on 
an express train near Ganey, Kas., a few 
nights after the Coffeyville raid, in which a 
small amount of booty was obtained. They 
also say that he is the author of the famous 
letter sent te Liveryman John Kloehr, whose 
gun did such good execution in Coffeyville in 
helping to exterminate the Dalton gang.

PLATTE RIVER CANAL ASSURED, 


Preliminaries Arranged for Omaha's Great 
Water Power Scheme. l 
Omaua, Neb., Dec. 1.—[ Special. — Prelimi- 
naries are all arranged and the great Platte 
River Canal project is to be carried out in ac- 
cordance with the plans of its designers and 
the civil enginéers, who, for months, have 
been at work on it. The articles of incorpora- 
tion are already drawn, The enterprise will 
be backed by Umaha capitalists. It compre- 
hends the building of a canal from the Platte 
River at a point near Fremont, just east 
of the Loup Fork, to another point 
just west of the city and within six 
miles of the business center, reaching the lat- 
ter point at an altitude ot 169 feet. There the 
water is to be used to turn dynamos and the 
electrical power transmitted over wires 
to all parts of the city. The route to be tra- 
versea by the canal has not yet been deter- 
mined upon, as three are in view. The length 
of the various routes ranges from thirty-five 
to forty-three miles, and the maximum esti- 
mated cost is $2,000,000, while it has been fig- 
ured that it could be satisfactorily built for 
$1,500,000. The canal will be seventy feet 
wide at the tod, fifty feet wide at the bottom 
and ten feet deep, and will furnish 20, 
horse-power. The entire consumption of 
power in the city at the present time, includ- 
ing the electric car lines, waterworks, and the 
South Omaha packing houses, together with 
every manufacturmg or other industry, 
amounts to 30,000 horse-power. It is claimed 
that the canal will be built and put in active 
operation in a year.

THE ONLY WOMAN COLOR-BEARER. 


Death of Mra. Eliza Cutler, Who Carried a 
Flag on the Battle Field. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Dec. 1.—[Special. ]— 
There died at Garfield Hospital here yester- 
day Mrs. Eliza E. Cutler, a woman widely 
and well known in Washington, where she 
and her husband had spent the greater part 
of the last twenty years, although originally 
from Illinois. 

Before she came to Washington Mrs. Cut- 
ler’s career was in some respects a remark- 
able one, and she had tne distinction of being 
the only woman color-bearer who carried the 
flag of her country upon the field of battle. 
Her maiden name was Eliza E. Smith, and 
she was borg in Green County, O. In 1854 
she married Capt. Cutler, then a railroad en- 
gineer. They afterw moved to Mon- 
mouth, III., where, at the outbreak of the 
Civil War, Capt. Cutler raised the first com- 
pany of volunteers from that State in 
response to President Lincoln’s call of 1861. 
For this achieve nent he was presented with 
a silk flag costing $365, and also a sword, the 
latter for ntry dur his three months’ 
service. 
regiment was at Fort and Mrs. Cut- 
ler was visiting him there. In the excitement 
which followed the first attack on the day of 
the battle the regiment took the field without 
its prize flag. Just as they were fighting des- 
nerately against terrible odds y were 
chee by the appearance of a woman with a 
sword in one h and bearing triumphantly 
aloft the regiment’s famous flag. It was Mrs. 
Cutier, who had resolved tosave the regi- 
mental colors and cheer the boys on to do 
their best. 

She remained on the field of battle, un- 
daunted by the carnage, until ordered by the 
Colonel of the regiment to goon boarda 
transport on the Cumberland River. She 
obeyed, and going onto the upper deck of the 
boat, with the assistance of another woman, 
she planted the Stars and Stri in the face 
of the enemy. The Confederates at once 
opened fire on the boat, and one shell struck 
the corner of the pilot-house right beside the 
flag. The Captain of the boat then ordered 
Mrs. Cutler to take in her flag and go below, 
but this she refused to do, keeping it flying 
boldly until the boat was out of range. Meet- 
ing several other transports coming up the 
river with reinforcements she waved the ban- 
ner and cheered them on to the rescue. 

When the regiment was mustered out after 
the war a committee was appointed to formal- 
ly present to Mrs. Cutler the flag she had so 
bravely rescued. It has been one of her most 
cherished posseasions ever since, and now 
forms the winding sheet in which she will be 
buried at Arlington Cemetery. 


COST OF MAIL TRANSPORTATION. 


Annual Reports of the Second and Fourth 
Assistant Postmasters-General. 

Wasuinetox, D. C., Dec. 1.—The annual re- 
port of J. Lownie Bell, Second Assistant Post- 
master-General, shows that the annual rate of 
expenditure for mail transportation to June 
30, 1892, was as follows: . 

Total inland mail service. $41,335.372; foreign 
mail service, $306,145. As compared with last 
year increases are shown as follows: Star sei v- 
ice, 1,215 routes, 5877 miles in length of routes 
and of $196,061 in the annual expenditure. Mail 
messenger service, an increase of 204 in the num- 
ber of routes and $68,478 in tbe annual rate of ex- 
penditure. ilroad service, increase of 154 
routes, 5,058 miles in length of routes. and of 
$1,797,461 in the rate of expenditure. Railway 

ostoffice clerks, an increase of 385 and of $411,- 

10 in the annual rate of expenditure. For neces- 
sary and specint 8 trunk lines the an- 
nual rate of ex ufe last year was $196,614, a 
decrease of $08,807 from that of the previous year. 
The rate of cost per mile for star service last year 
is shown to have been 5.33 cents. For this branch 
of the service there is now an unexpended bal- 
ance in the Treasury of $357,773. 

As to star service contracte Mr. Bell says 
that while recognizing the evils of the meth- 
ods now in force it is his opinion that the best 
way to acquire good service isto rigidly en- 
force existing regulations which permit the 
letting of contracts to professionals who sub- 
let them to the actual carriers. The amount 
estimated as necessary for the mail messenger 
service during the year beginning July 1, 1893, 
is $1,275,000, which is 6.25 per cent more than 
the present appropriation for that service. 
Mr. Bell renews his past recommendations re- 
garding provision for those dependent on 
clerks who meet death at their posts of duty. 

The annual report of D. B. Leibhardt, Su- 
perintendent of the Dead Letter Bureau, Post- 
office Department, shows that there were 
5,520,788 domestic mailable letters received, 
a decrease of 71.775 as compared with the 
previous year. There were 557,643 domestic 
unmailable letters received, of which 994 
contained unmailable articles; 95,449 were 
held fur postawe; 449.914 were misdirected ; 
32,612 were wholly with ut address; and 2,676 
were of a miscellaneous character. 

The annual report of Chief Postoffice In- 
spector Wheeler shows that the total number 
of arrests made for all kind of offenses dur- 
ing the year was 1,384. Of this number only 
231 were postal employés. 

The annual report of Fourth Assistant Post- 
master-General Rathbone shows that the 
number of establishments of new postoffices 
during the lust year was 4,104, a greater num- 
ber than during any previous year with the 
exception of 1890, when it was 4,427. The 
greatest increase in any State was in Georgia, 
where it was 220. aj. Rathbone suggests 
that the Revised Statutes be so amended as to 
make the mailing uf green-goods ”’ circulars 
and literature a continuous offense from the 
time of mailing to the place of destination, so 
that a prosecution will lie at either point, the 
same in effect as is embodied in the recent 
anti-lottery act. 

The annual report of E. C. Fowler, acting First 
Assistant Postmaster-General, shows that the ag- 
greaese salaries of the Postmasters at the 3.177 

residential postoffices to July 1, 1892, was $5.396,- 
000, an increase during the year of $346,000. The 

ross receipts at these offices were 81.158.973, be- 
ing an increase for the year of $3,848,910, or 7.65 

r cent. The amount allowed as salaries to 
ourth-class Postmasters during the year was 
$10,105, or an average of $16.13 to each Post- 
master. The total revenue of the department 
was 870. 90.476. being an increase for the year of 
$4,998,690, or 7.6 per cent. The estimated amount 
needed for the next fiscal year is $26,265,000, an in- 
crease of $1,170,000. 


CHANGES IN NATIONAL BANE LAWS. 


Recommendations to Be Made by the Sen- 
atorial Committee. 

Wasnikxetron. D. C., Dec. 1.—The Senatorial 
Committee on Failed National Banks has been 
busy investigating the failures of the last year or 
two, paying particulat attention to the Maverick 
National Bank of Boston and the Keystone and 
the Spring Garden National Banks of Philadel- 
phia. A member ofthe committee says of the 
Maverick Bank». Seven office boys were down on 
the books of the bank as borrowers of sums of 
money running as high as $40,000. A negro valet 
was down on the books as the borrower of $80,- 
000. The report of this committee will bear di- 
rectly on the recommendations that have been 
made by Solicitor Hepburn, who has advised the 
adoption of changes of a sweeping nature in na- 
tional banking laws. 


Shere Will Be Trouble in the Senate.

HOW THE SHERIFF’S ATTORNEY FEES 
SHOULD BE PAID. 


The Judiciary Committee of the County 
Board to Consider a Resolution Bearing 
on the Subject—-A Substitute to Be Of- 
fered, Which the Sheriff's Friends Claim 
Should Be Adopted—Sheriff Gilbert on 
the Litigation of His Office—To Keep 
out Cholera—Other Municipal News. 


When the Judiciary committee of the 
County Board meets today to consider the 
resolution to pay the fees of the Sheriff’s at- 
torney in tighting the cases relating to the 
dieting question instituted by the board it is 
probable that a substitute resolution will be 
offered providing thatthe Sheriff be author- 
ized to pay his attorney’s fees for all litigation 
connected with his office out of money in his 
hands collected as Sheriff’s fees. 

This is regarded as the proper thing for the 
county to do, as it is held to be just. 

There seems to be no reason why the Sheriff, 
as the representative of the county, should be 
required to go don into his own pocket for 
money to fight suits. which are instituted 
against him as Sheriff. 

The suits are brought against him as the 
official representing the county and not as an 
individual, These fees amount to a cousider- 
able during a year, and all his friends ask is 
that they be paid out of the earnings of his 
office. 

Sheriff Gilbert was asked yesterday in ref- 
erence to the litigation that arises through the 
discharge of his duties in accordance with 


the laws of the State and made the following 


statement: 
Sheriff Gilbert’s Statement. 


The Sheriff of Cook County by his official posi- 
tion is sued almost daily. These suits are brought 
to contest the right of proverty for damages for 
alleged trespasses in levying and various other 
matters connected with his office. He is not sued 
individually but as Sheriff. These suits nuinber 
during his term in the neighborhood of 1.200 to 
1.500,which he is forced to defend or judgment 

will be obtained against him. Of course in many 
instances where the law permits a bond is taken 
by the Sheriff to protect him, but as in 
many cases these suits are not 
brought for years after the alleged 
wrong the bond is often not as good as when 
originally taken. The liability of the Sheriff is 
‘greater than that of any other county officer and 
that of Cook County is greater than of any official 
in the State. 

This liability extends for sixteen years after the 
expiration of his term. He may be sued when the 
evidence in the case has been lost or cannot be 
obtained, and thus for no wrong doing on his 
part he may be mulcted in damages for a consid- 
erable amount. Former Sheriffs have not es- 
caped, and there is more liabilitv for the present 
Sheriff. This is owing to the fact that the busi- 
ness of the office is increasing so rapidly that nec- 
essarily a larger number of suits are brought. 
The increase during the last two years has been 
something phenomenal. 


Business Done in Two Tears. 


There has been at this date 90 per cent of as 
much business done in the two years as was done 
during Sheritf Matson’s four years of office. 

There is no reason why the Sheriff, when sued 
in his official capacity or suing, should be forced 
to pay the legal expenses that are incurred by 
him as the Sheriff and chief peace officer of the 
county. 

Former Sheriffs have at different times been al- 
lowed a certain sum for their legal fees—not a 
sufficient amount, however. to cover the actual 
expense, but whatever amount a County Board 
saw fit to allow. 

I think a certain sum of money should be given 
to the Sheriff each year to pay for his legal ex- 
penses in proporuon to the litigation. This 
principle should also apply to any county official, 
provided he bas litigation as an official. 

It has been the custom in this State and in al- 
most every State in the Union where the Sheriff

Suits Continually Entered. 


These cases are simply incident to the office as 
Sheriff or jailer, and such questionsare not likely 
to arise after the Supreme Court disposes of 
these issues, but they are ouly a small percentage 
of the great number of cases brought against bim. 
For instance suits are continually brought b 
litigants who consider the action of the Sheri 
not in accord with their views of equity. 

To illustrate: When the Alley “L"’ road was 
condemning right of way in the neighborhood of 
Twenty-second street, I was given necessary proc- 
ess to eject certain tenants preliminary to tne 
tearing-down of the buildings. For this act I 
was made a defendant in two suits each for dam- 
ages placed at $50,000. My predecessor left office 
with suite pending against him. He has been 
two years out of office, and there are still 150 cases 
pending.

MONTHLY PUBLIC DEBT STATEMENT, 


Net Decrease of $397,452 in the Debt—In- 
crease of Nearly Half a Million in Assets. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 1.—[Special. |— 

The monthly public debt statement issued 
from the Treasury Devartment today shows a 
net decrease of $397,452 in the debt during last 
month. There was a decrease of $1,080,894 
in the non-interest bearing debt, while on the 
other hand there was an increase of $960 in 
the interest bearing’ debt, and the surplus or 
net cash balance in the Treasury was lowered 
$682,482 during the month. The surplus to- 
day, including the $100,000,000 gold, green- 
back reserve. aggregates 3180, 328.918, against 
$131,011,400 a month ago. The net available 
balances in the Treasury today, including 
$11,250,000 deposited in national banks, 
amoupted $16,035,117, or about $4,000,000 less 
than on Nov. 1, a month ago. Treasury goid 
assets today aggregate $247,598,465, agai ast 
which there are $123,000,000 in gold certifi- 
cates outstanding, leaving a gold balance of 
$124,000,000—an increase of nearly $500,000 
during the month. 

The nationai debt today, less the cash bal- 
ance in the Treasury, amounts to $834,913,881, 
of which amount 358.632.980 is interest bear- 
ing debt made up of 3559, 668,480 4 per cent 
and $25,364,500 2 per cent bonds. 

Government receipts last month in round 
numbers aggregated $28,750,000, against $27,- 
000,000 in November, 1891, and in the five 
months of the current fiscal year amounted 
to $162,640,969, or nearly $15,000,000 more than 
during the corresponding months of the pre- 
ceding fiscal vear. On the other hand, ex- 
penditures during the five months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year or up to Dec. 1 were 8161, 
000,000, or about $17,000,000 more than during 
the same months of the preceding year.

EASTERN ROADS WILL ‘NOT BUOK 
AGAINST THE LAW, 


Efforts to Be Made, However, to Have Sec. 5 
of the Inter-State Act Repealed 80 as to 
Permit Pooling Under Kestrictions — 
The New Agreement Differs but Little 
from the Old One—Freight Problems to 
Be Solved— Western Managers Still at 
Work—Other Railroad News. 


Aldace F. Walker, recently Chairman of the 
Western Traffic has assumed the 
duties of Chairman of the Joint committee of 
the Trunk Line and Central Traffic Assccia- 
tions, aud has removed to the eighth fluor of 
the Rookery Building. The Joint committee, 
com posed of the President ana chief executive 
officers of lines in both associations, deals 
with through traffic in which both associations 
are interested. Heretofore there has been no 
separate Chairman for the Joint committee, 
and in that respect the appointment of Mr. 
Walker to that position marks a new depart- 
ure. In connection with the present move it 
is proposed to give the differential system 
somewhat greater flexibility by changing the 
differentials from timeto time, and a differ- 
ential basis- may possibly be introduced east- 
bound if the conditions affecting the move- 
ment of traffic shall ultimately seem to so re- 
quire. 

The statements which have been made that 
the Trunk Line and Joint committee Presi- 
dents had decided to establish a pool on 
World’s Fair business, or a blind pool of 
freight, or any other kind of a pool, in disre- 
gard of the provisions of the Inter-State Com- 
merce law forbidding the pooling of freights, 
is said to be entirely incorrect. On the con- 
trary, it is said, the plan now agreed upon 
does not differ in this respect from that which 
has been in existence ever since the law tcok 
effect. 

At the same time it may be said that the 
anti-pooling section of the law is believed by 
railroad officiais generaliy to have been a mis- 
take, and its iatroduction is claimed by them 
to have practically rendered the leading ob- 
jects of the law impossible of attainment. 
They therefore hope for the immediate repeal 
or amendment of the 5th section, not regard- 
ing this as an attack upon the law, but as a 
method of strengthen.ng its provisions, It is 
believed that agreements of the nature now 
prohibited would enable the several lines to 
secure among themselves such a fair distribu- 
tion of the business as would minimize the in- 
ducement for illegal rate cutting, and would 
enable the provisions of the law against the 
payment of rebates, commissions, and other 
forms of unjust discrimination to be more 
thoroughly enforced.
